In the fall of 1988, a committee which 
included Dr. Peter Macky, Dr. Eugene 
Sharkey, Dr. Patrick McCarthy, Dr. Irene 
Sample, Dr. Gail Miller, and Dr. Frederick 
Hom metto begin the initial planning stages 
in what would eventually be the January 
term theme of 1990, “Ethical Issues in 
American Life.”

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S.A.V.E. Yields 
environmental 
concern

In the near future, you will be 
seeing the acronym “S.A.V.E.” around the 
campus, bu tit will have nothing to do with 
bookstore bargains. These letters are the 
acronym of Students in Action who Value 
the Environment., a group initiated by 
Westminster students who are concerned 
with the ever-growing threat to our natural 
surroundings. The group’s existence is not 
yet official on campus, but this is a mere 
formality, for the group’s fifty members 
are already hard at work. 

S.A.V.E.’s newly drafted 
constitution states the group’s purpose in 
this manner: “To raise consciousness about 
and improve the condition of the environ- 
ment while understanding the ethical and 
moral issues on a global scale. That: in- 
volves air and water pollution, acid rain, 
forest preservation, recycling, and animal 
rights.” 

The group hadarranged itself into 
three committees, which are Animal Rights, 
Recycling, and .Impact on the Environ- 
ment. The last of these three will focus on 
research and educating people as to how 
they con help improve the environment. 
President Melissa Marino, a junior math 
major, sees this as one of the most impor- 
tant objectives of the group. “Educating 
people enough to raise the general con- 
sciousness about environmental issues is 
what we’re shooting for. Through simple 
adjustments in lifestyle, many improve- 
ments could be made in our environment,” 
states Marino. 

A pamphlet listing thirty-two 
suggestions as to how everyone can con- 
tribute to the preservation and improve- 
ment of our natural surroundings will be 
available within the next month. 

Other short-term goals include 
the circulation of a petition to ban the use 
of Styrofoam on campus, and contacting 
other environmentally-conscious groups 
for suggestions of how they attempt to 
raise the awareness of the population. 

Looking further into the future, 
S.A.V.E. isplanning an “Earth Day,” which 
is tentatively scheduled for April 22. Under 
the guidance of its advisors, Dr. Sharky

Phi Mu .

If you walk across the quad and see a group of women wearing unfamiliar Greek 
letters, don’t run away screaming because you think you’re on the wrong campus. You’re 
not. 

By now, mosteveryone is aware of the excitement that the new sorority, Phi Mu, 
is bringing to Westminster. 

The new sorority is the second oldest national women’s fraternity, which was 
founded in 1852. Phi Mu’s colors are rose and white. They are known for their extensive 
work with their two philanthropies, which are Project HOPE and the Children’s Miracle 
Network. 

How and why was Phi Mu chosen to come to Westminster? Katie Todd, 
chairperson of the Panhellenic Extension Committee, explained that Phi Mu was invited 
to come to campus after a very long and extensive process. First of all, the college admini- 
stration and the Panhellinic Council agreed that another sorority was needed so that 
female Greek life could continue to expand without and of the four current soroities 
becoming too large. “There was just no place large enough at Westminster to accomodate 
sO many sisters in so few soroities. Therefore, we saw an obvious nees for growth so that 
the small group atmosphere within the soroities could continue,” added Todd. 

From there and extension committee was appointed, which included an admin- 
istrative advisor and at least one delegate from each soroity. It was the committee’s job 
to recommend three national soroities for Panhel to vote on. Todd continued to explain 
that after a certain period of time, the Extension Conmmittee met to review their choices 
with information they have obtained from the various soroities through the help of the 
National Extension Executive Director. The committee then made its recommendation to 
the council. Finally, Panhel invited two soroities to make presentations. “We unani- 
mously chose Phi Mu, wh, in retun, had to accept our invitation for colonization,” said 


Todd. 

Phi Mu ruch began on Monday, February 12, with an informal meeting for any 
interested independent women. The next step will be personal interviews, and then pick- 
up and pledging. Todd stated that Phi Mu has the potential to be very large. “They can 
pledge ceiling, which is 55, plus this spring’s quota, which comes to a total of 76 women. 
Depending on how well and quickly they fulfil the necessary requirements, the colony 
will become an established chapter sometime next year.” 

The actual colonization process is expected to be very exciting because the 
charter members will be starting from scratch and constructiong thier own group. 

Todd, along with many other students and faculty members, is very excited 
about Phi Mu coming to Westminster. Any independent woman who had ever thought 
about going Greek i s encouraged to go for an interview. Todd concluded by saying that

McDonald's manifests destiny

To many Americans, the opening of a 
new fast food restaurant means little more 
to them than having to put up with another 
parking lot and more styrofoam food con- 
tainers. Let’s face it, fast food is an 
American invention, and we tend not to 
not ice what we’ve created.

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Holcad History

The Holcad has been part of the Westminster community for 106 years. In June 
of 1884, the Holcad began as a literary and news magazine published by a staff of nine 
students on a semi-monthly basis for an audience of 200 subscribers. The purpose for the 
creation of the magazine was to establish a medium of communication between the 
college and alumni. A secondary purpose was to give an incentive to students to improve 
their writing skills and literary taste. Subscription costs were $1.50 per year or ten cents 
per single copy. In the first issue of the Holcad were articles on commencement, anew . 
dormitory for women (which is now Hillside Hall), and poetry and prose submissions. 

The Holcad changed from a monthly literary and news magazine to a weekly 
newspaper in April of 1914 under the editorship of Ralph Miller. From this point, the Hol- 
cad became the voice of the students. The newspaper was faced with the challenge of re- 
porting fast-changing events in the early 20th century such as the changing views of ‘ 
students, faculty and administration, and the students. Students requests included 
gasoline lamps to provide lighting for the campus. The power of written expression first 
became a part of Westminster in the spring of 1892. Through the efforts of the Holcad’s 
writers, gasoline lamps were installed on campus. There was also a student protest to 
allow pigs and cows to roam the streets of New Wilmington by asking the local farmers 
to tear down property fences. 

The power of journalistic influence was felt again in the fall of 1892. Atthe time, 
the writers had a strong distaste for college athletics, calling football and basketball 
“rough and ungentlemanly sports.” At the time the writers of the Holcad were adamant 
in their opinion of sports and sportsmen. The paper even went as far as to predict the 
banishment of football from Westminster’s sports program. 

Today, we know that college athletics was never banished and the editors’ 
predictions of the elimination of varsity sports never came true. One claim to fame from 
this embarrassing and negative experience the Holcad does have, however, is the name 
“Titan.” Titan began as a term created by sportswriter “Bud” Mansell to describe the 
men’s*Westminster basketball team in 1926. From then on, the “Towering ae 
program of Westminster has, with a name that signifies strength and courage, had‘many 
successful seasons and grown to gain respect in Pennsylvania college athletics. 

The Holcad celebrated it’s 50th anniversary in 1934 by rearranging itself to be- 
come a five-column, four page newspaper. 

In 1954, LIFE magazine visited New Wilmington to cover an incident at the 
college where Marilyn Strub, a student editor was dismissed from the staff of the Holcad 
for criticizing the administration and resisting efforts to control the literary content of the 
paper. The incident was also covered by local newspapers. 

In the late 1960’s, a student editor thought a story on campus drug use would 
make a good story. The story was written and revealed drug abuse on campus. To the 
editor’s surprise, a Pennsylvania State Trooper approached the editor trying to obtain the 
identity of the interview source. The source was never revealed , since a Pennsylvania 
state law offered protection to the sources identity. 

There has been, however, times when the Holcad has had to give apologies for 
literary controversies in such issues as negatively written articles about specific academic 
and athletic departments, running an ad for an abortion agency before abortions were 
made legal in the state of Pennsylvania, and printing an acrostic message to the president 
of the College in the early 1970's. 

More recently in 1979, student editors removed 140 books from McGill library 
in protests to prove the need to tighten college security. The story received national at- 
tention in i i i 
When the case went before the College Judicial Board, the students were summarily 
acquitted. 

Just as everyone, the Holcad has learned through experience. Nevertheless, 
these experiences, good and bad, from roaming pigs and cows to stealing books, have all 
shown the power of journalism. Through looking at lessons from the past, the need for 
a voice of expression is a necessity. More importantly, the voice of the students has been 
a major.influential factor in the history of Westminster college and continues to be in the 

present. :

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Students get opportunity 


to see the "Gospel 
through Third World eyes"

During January Term, Jennifer Montgomery, 
Saran Ball, Janet Doran, Marcia Neumire, Elizabeth Rollog, Allison Urlab, Brandon 
Woodworth, Douglas Crouse, and Cindy Edwards, all students from Westminster Col- 
lege, traveled to Mexico to take part in a class titled “The Gospel Through Third World 
Eyes.” Origionally headed for Nicaragua, the trip had to be changed because of unstable 
political situations in the country. Through the Presbyterian Church of Mexico, the 
group made arrangements to go to the Mexican state of Yucatan. Upon arriving in 
Merida, the capitol of Yucatan, the group soon left for Tzucacab, a village 120 miles 
south of Merida. . 

The group, headed by Rev. Wayne Nickerson, Dean of the Chapel, and Dr. 
Robert VanDale, a professor of religion, spent a week of its time helping in the building 
of a foundation for a church camp dormitory there. 

“Essentially the world was taking a machete and Cutting a pathway into the 
jungle so that we could find outcroppings of limestone,” Nickerson explained. “We then 
took crowbars and hammers to break up the rock and carried it back to filling the foun- 


dation.” 

While they were there, in cooperation with the local Church, they also held 
Bible school and worship services. On the last day of their stay in Tzcacab, they put 
together a “fun night” for the village children. 

The group then traveled back to Merida to spend the next week in Chubernum, 
a barrio in Merida. There, the students constructed another foundation fro a Christian 
education center and an orphanage that would be a wing to the local church. During this 
time, the group learned, through experience, about family life by stay in the homes of 
some Presbyterian families in Chubrenum. While there, the students also got a chance 
to talk with Roman Catholic priests and Presbyterian ministers about the state of the 
Church in the Yucatan. 

The question is, “Who’s doing ministry and who’s providing the resources for 
the rural church?” Nickerson said, “The answer is “very few.’ The vision of those in the 


camp where we were working is to provide the kind of resources that the rural people : 


need.”

Dance Alloy sparks great interest 


In response to the growing interest in modern dance, the-next performance in 
Westminster’s Celebrity Series will be by the Dance Alloy of Pittsburgh. The Alloy is 
the only dance company which is appearing in the Series this year and will be performing 
in Orr Auditorium on Thursday, March 1. ; 

The -Dance Alloy is a modern dance repertory company devoted to the 
development and presentation of original choreography by emerging and established 
choreographers. The company provides and atmosphere which fosters interest in modern 
dance and also the growth of the art form. The Alloy also attempts to increase the 
understanding and appreciation of modern dance through community outreach. 

Recognizing the need for a modern dance company in Pittsburgh, several 
members of the dance community founded the Dance Alloy in 1976. the company 
originally had eight dancers who were auditioned by Posin, an Affiliate Artist 
sponsored by the Pittsburgh Dance Council. Ms. Posin also chgreographed the first work 
which made its debut in 1976. 

From this start, the company has continued to grow and develop. By the 1983- 
84 season, the company had seen a4 1% increase in attendance. oy had also started 
its tradition of guest choreographers, formed a public board of directors, and been 
involved in activities ranging from full concerts, open rehearsals, television appearances, 
and radio interviews to master classes, workshops, and lecture/demonstrations. 

More recently, the company has staged the works on many choreographers of 
great renown. These have included the works of people such as Kathy Duncan, Jerry 
Pearson, Collen Cobb, and Mark Taylor. One work, “Decoy,” by Martha Bowers, was 
commissioned by the Alloy and received its world premiere in Pittsburgh. Last season, 
the Alloy commissioned three other works by Stephen Kiesteer, Jerry Pearson, and Lynn 
Dally, which will also revive their world premiere in Pittsburgh. 

The Dance Alloy has also been involved in collaboration performances with 
organizations such as the Pittsburgh New Music Ensemble. Furthermore, the company 
formed an association with the Carnegie during the 1986-67 season in which it runs an 
extensive dance instruction program. 

The Alloy is still involved in various outreach activities such as master classes 
and lecture demonstrations. It further provides residency services to students from grade 
school to college at various sites, including Westminster this year, According to Penn- 
sylvania Council of the Arts, the Dance Alloy is the “most requested performing arts 
company to give a series of performances in communities across Pennsylvania.” 

Also to the Alloy’s credit is a WQED-TV public television special entitled 
“Dancers and Dances.” The company further taped excerpts for Jerry Pearson’s “In Our 
Own Image,” which were shown internationally on the PBS program, “Mr. Rogers’ 
Neighborhood.”

The itinerary included Geneva, Avignon, Nice, Monaco, Pisa, Florence, Siena, 
Venice, Zagreb, Budapest, Eisenstadt, Vienna, Salzburg, and Munich; seven countries 
and nine concerts in 21 days was quite a schedule. But, we were determined, and thanks 
to “Aussie,” our bus driver and Irene our tour guide, we finally made it to Vienna...and then 
to Munich without leaving anyone behind. Each one of us experienced Europe differently, 
but none of us finished the tour untouched by what we’d seen and where we'd been. For 
many students, it was their first trip abroad, and the experience of the plane alone was eye- 
opening. 

Each city had something unique to offer, and half of the excitement of being in 
Europe was realizing that you were actually there, in places you’ ve studied and heard about 
all of your life. | Geneva, our first overnight stay, was once the home of Calvin’s model 
Protestant community. Here we saw the Reformation Wall and our guide spoke with 
enthusiasm about the International Red Cross, whose headquarters are located in down- 
town Geneva. 

In Avignon, we saw the Palace of the Popes, where the papacy resided from 1309- 
1376, and the Bridge of Avignon, which hasn’t crossed to the opposite bank of the Rhine 
since its bombing in World War II. 

From our beachfront hotel in Nice, we were able to walk along the Mediterranean 
and see firsthand just how small foreign cars can be.

Florence offered more than we could possibly see in the short time we stayed. 
There were countless Renaissance treasures, the Ponte Vecchio, the street market, the 
Medici Palace, and the Dumo, Santa Maria del Fiore, where we were fortunate enough to 
be able to perform. 

Siena’s streets were rich in history. The location of the “Palio” horse race, the 
Cathedral, and the serene orange rooftops all reminded us of the city’s former glory which 
once rivals that of Florence. 

Venice, city of laundry and cats, introduced us to an entirely new concept of pub- 
lic transportation and impressed us with the unique atmosphere of a city with only canals 
and footpaths for streets. 

In Zagreb, the cathedral dominated the skyline and reinforced our concept of the 
central function of the church, in medieval life. 

Budapest reminded us, even as it impressed us as a cultural and educational

Does Pythagoras have you puzzled? Are you confused with cosine? Do bisectors have 
you baffled? Are your math anxieties multiplying? If you answered yes to any of these 
questions then The Learning Center may be just what you need. 

Miss Lalita Prabhu, founder, feels that a myth was unknowingly created during the fall 
tterm. People seem to be under the impression that the center is focused on reading and 
writing when, in truth, it is prepared to provide help in all disciplines. There has been a 
definite positive response from professors in all concentrations, especially mathematics. 

Millard Peck, professor of mathematics, feels that, “it is helpful these days when so 
many students have math anxieties. Many will not go to their instructor, so this is one 


’ more outlet where they can get some help. This individual assistance improves the 


attitude, helping them to realize that it is okay to struggle with mathematics and to ask 
questions.” Peck also added that the tutoring goes beyond mechanics to providing general 
advice to those considering a change in majors, but hesitate because of the math 
requirements. The center exists to serve all students in whatever manner it can do so. 

Though The Learning Center is still in its developmental stage, Peck is optimistic about 
its future. He hopes that as it grows, the center may be able to provide a variety of learning 
tools, such as personal computers for tutorial techniques and video equipment for review 
of fundamentals. He adds, however, that for many-students the-one-on-one attention is 
the most beneficial.

Image Index coaches job applicants

The graduate school or job interview. The 
mere mention of this abominable trial sends 
applicants scurrying in fear. As the date 
quickly approaches and the tension mounts 
toa frenzied pitch, the individual may choose 
any of various methods of torture rather than 
face the task at hand: running the risk of 
being bombarded by an arsenal of questions, 
aone-on-one with amerciless creature called 
“the Interviewer.” But fear not fellow colle- 
gians. In this time of anguish, there isan out- 
stretched hand to help alleviate the trepida- 
tion. A checklist called “Image Index”, 
released by Kiwi Brands Inc. and sent to 
many college campuses, aids in equipping 
the fearful one with all the precautions nec- 
essary before journeying into the bowels of 
the interview office. 

While great numbers of students across 
the country are anticipating any queries that 


may be posed during the course of the inter-. 


view, they may be neglecting an essential 
aspect of their presentation. This concerns 
the first i impression that is stressed so often 
in a first-time meeting situation. How does 
one present one’s self in physical appear- 

ance? The “Image Index” stresses a self- 
evaluation of grooming habits, types of 
clothing (including footwear), and proper 
use of body language. All these ingredients 
- contribute to a wholly complete applicant. 


A total of “250 personnel professionals 
nationwide” were queried by a New York 
market research firm, Audits and Sur- 
veys. 95 percent cited good grooming 
as “very or extremely” important. Also 
included in this survey was the fact that 
many respondents saw a great number of 
applicants with below-standard groom- 
ing habits. 

A common error among males and 
females is the failure to shine dress shoes 
prior to the interview. Other suggestions 
range from greater subtlety in make-up 
application and jewelry wear for women, 
to classic, well-fitted suits for men. 
Clammy, half-hearted handshakes are 
vehemently condemned. 

In presenting one’s image, well shined 
shoes and a well-groomed visage may not 
always be paramount in consideration, 
but rest assured that the interviewer al- 
ways has a mental checklist ready as one 
strolls through the doors. And whilé 
“Image Index” does not promise that their 


self-exam will make one a shoe-in, the- 


many competitors who neglected to brush 

and buff will surely be at a disadvantage.

I just realized something. For some time now, the school, through the Intrafraternity 


Council, has been enforcing a $1000 fine against any fraternity house caught with 
possession of a keg of beer. Now I have no complaint against this rule. I do have to 
complain, though, when I find out that the same offense carries a fine of only $25 when 
committed in a dormitory building. 

Something unfair is going on here. I fail to see how location can account for a $975 
difference in penalty. It seems to me that the college has imposed a lop-sided and biased 
Tule designed to put its fraternities out of business...for good. You see, in addition to the 
thousand dollar fine, a fraternity that breaks the no-keg rule faces other sanctions, such 
as loss of a pledge class or even removal of its charter. The fine depletes the frat’s treasury, 
and the loss of pledges or charter cripples it socially.

in their own laps, The drinking problem on campus is worse now than it has ever been 
in my memory. This is for two reasons. First, the fine for kegs is $975 less on campus 
than off; and second, the lackadaisical dorm administrators pretend not to notice the 
parties. Add 24-hour visitation, and you could conceivably have a fratemity- like 
atmosphere on every dorm wing. 

At this point, I am forced to write a mid-column retraction. I hate to have to do this, but 
itis necessary. As of right now, I am unsure that the fine for possession of a keg in a dorm 
is exactly $25. I was unable to reach either dean of Student Affairs for the precise number. 
I gathered my amount from numerous discussions with both students and alumni sources 
and IFC meetings. I have been assured by one Eichenhauer official that the fine is 
considerably less in the dorms for keg possession than in fraternity houses, so my point 
is still presented. The fine may or may not be $25, but it is still a lot less than $1000. (_ - 
A lot less) I apologize for having misled you. I was only trying to show you, the reader, 
that there exists a gross disparity in fines. 

What the college needs to do is make the fine for keg possession consistent. If frater- 
nities get fined $1000, then dorm residents should face the same penalty. Make it harder 
to drink on campus. If the school officials were trying to eliminate underage drinking and 
liability by banning kegs, then why is it easier to have one on campus as opposed to off 
campus? ; 

College officials, re-examine your policies. The rules you have made to protect 
yourselves may prove to be your undoing. You haven’t eliminated the fraternity scene, 
you’ve merely moved it into your own yard. And the neighbors will surely notice.

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to teach in Japan

For the past 25 years, Dr. Nancy E. James has been a prominent member of the Eng- 
lish department here at Westminster. With a wonderful opportunity at hand, James has 
decided to spread her wings and head for Japan. 

Ever since James visited the Far East in the 7@’s, while her niece was a volunteer mis- 
sionary teaching English, in Thailand, James has been interested in teaching overseas. 
This summer she had the chance to apply to the Presbyterian Missions. 

“Because I’ve known missionaries, just by being in New Wilmington where every year 
Igo tothe Missionary Conference, and having friends who have that kind of life and have 
done that sort of work, I developed an ambition to do it myself,” said James.- 

When James sent a letter to the Global Mission Unit of the Presbyterian Church, she 
stated that she was interested in teaching in Thailand. Unfortunately, there were not any 
positions open, but James was the only applicant qualified to take a college teaching 
position in Japan. 

Accepting this challenge, James is scheduled to leave in July. Before the journey East, 
she must attend a three week orientation program in Chicago. Because James is unfamil- 
iar with Japanese, her first four weeks in Japan will be spent in a rigorous language school 
attending classes six hours per day. 

James will be teaching at Kinjo Junior College, an all women’s school, located in 
Nagoya, which is in central Japan. The college is a part of a group of other schools called 
Gakuin. 

“Gakuin is not exactly like a university in our sense because it’s a collection of schools. 
Itincludes a graduate school, a university, ajunior college, a senior and junior high school, 
arid there is even a kindergarten, and this is all on the same campus. Actually the campus 
is divided in two - the high schools are in one place and the colleges in another,” she 
explained. 

While overseas, James will be teaching English composition and conversation, a 
seminar class, and possibly a summer camp. 

James will be greatly missed, but she saw an opportunity to do something new in her 
life, and had the courage to accept it.

The 
pointers on sexual conflict were sound 
advice for everyone and stressed the 
importance of self-esteem. As Hall 
maintains, “You have the right to do 
what you want.”

Letter to the editor: In response to Chris 
Accetta's article February 23. | 


I wish to respond to Chris Accetta’s February 23 Holcad editorial regarding College 
regulations and the fraternity system. I think itis important that I clarify some information 
related to these issues. 

First, the fine for a student found guilty of hosting a kegger in a residence hall would be 
$100, not $25 as Chris reported in his editorial. The reason for the difference between the 
fine assessed to a fraternity for having a kegger ($1000) versus the fine assessed to an in- 
dividual student who hosts a kegger in a residence hall ($100) is that in the former case, 
the fine is paid out of a fraternity treasury which is financially supported by 50 or more 
students. In the latter case, however, the fine is paid by the individual student out of his/ 
her own pocket. 

The $100 fire was deliberately designed to be a deterrent to fraternities to avoid keg 
parties which the Pennsylvania State Police have indicated are their primary targets when 
enforcing the new underage drinking laws. Like it or not, state authorities have chosen 
to focus in particular on fraternities in egforcing this law principally because of the number 
of students who can attend fraternity parties. To return to the keg parties of previous years 
would only bean invitation to state authorities toraid Westminster fraternities as they have 
on eight other Pennsylvania campuses in the past two years. To be sure, the college 
administration wants to avoid the negative publicity that would come with a state police 
raid at Westminster. However, we are even more interested in seeing students avoid the 
same fate that students on several other Pennsylvania campuses have faced in recent years: 
that of being carried away on a State Police bus some night. 

I also want to emphatically state that the college administration is not interested in 
weakening the fraternity system. In fact, it has devoted a large portion of time in the past 
two years working with fraternities to avoid legal pitfalls (lawsuits, police raids, etc.) that 
could seriously damage them. 

Finally, I want to express my support for the job the Residence Life staff does in 
enforcing college policies, including the alcohol regulations. The Student Affairs Office 
is well aware of the fact that it is easy to conceal violations of the alcohol policy in the 
residence halls and particularly in Eichenauer Hall where the building structure provides 
residents with more privacy. Nevertheless, we do expect the staff to respond to violations 
of this and other policies when they become aware of them. And it is my belief that the 
staff does this job; the number of Incident Reports submitted to our office is evidence of 
that.

Titan Swimmers to Live 
up to National Rankings 


If the NAIA’s latest list of its top swimming performances is to be believed, Westmin- 
ster College will come out of this year’s national competition at the C.T. Branin 
Natatorium in Canton, Ohio, with at least three individual All-Americans. 

On that list, freshman Maureen Deagan is third in the country in the 200-yard freestyle, 
fifth in the 100 freestyle and 10th in the 500 freestyle. Freshman Brad Zukowski, mean- 
while is sixth in the 200 freestyle and seventh in the 100, and junior Marc Gfeller is ninth 
in the 100 backstroke. 

But Westminster head coach Rob Klamut knows there is often a difference between 
what the NAIA reports on paper, and what actually happens in National competition. 

“Individually, I feel Maureenm, Brad, and Marc have the best shots at All-American,” 
Klamut said. “But you never know how accurate those rankings are. Not everybody turns 
their times in. You always get there and find out there’s somebody pretty good that you 
never knew about. Plus everyone else is getting faster, the same as we are. Still, based 
on what they’ve done all year, I think those three will come away with something.” 

But while Klamut holds out high hopes for Deagan, Zukowski, and Gfeller individually 
ath the March 7-10 competion, he has his sights set even higher for the relay teams of 
which they are a part. 

“We are taking 10 relays (five of which have nationally-ranked times) to nationals,” 
Klamut said, “and one of our goals is for each of them to get All-American. That’s some- 
thing that has never happened before in our program, but I believe this year, we ahve a 
pretty good chance of doing it.” 

The ranked relay teams include, for the men, the 400-yard medley (on which Zukowski 
is joined by Nick Jeffries and returning All-Americans Gfeller and Tom Donati) and the 
200 freestyle (Donati, Frank D’ Amico, Zukowski and Gfeller). They are ranked eighth 
and ninth respectively. 

For the women, the 200 and 400 freestyle relays (Deagan, Kristen Gillen, Sue 
Schonauer, Heather Holub) are rankéd sixth and ninth respectively, and the 800 freestyle 
(Deagan, Schonauer, Holub, Toni Goff) is seventh. 

And if a shot at All-America honors isn’tenough, many of Westminster’s qualifiers will 
have an added incentive at nationals this year. 

“We’re excited about them taking place at Canton, “ Klamut said. “We’ve never had 
the opportunity to swim at nationals in a pool this close to home. I know we have some 
parents going up, and I’ve talked tq some,students who are planping-on going. When,we 
first found out the site this yearhad been changed from-Orlande to Canton we thought 
‘yuk.’ But now, the chance to make All-America in front of family and friends had

Americans Pigeonhole 


Tax Assessments

For many anxious taxpayers, the month 
of April is coming a bit earlier this year. 
While many associate the arrival of the first 
Spring robin with the consideration of tax 
return filing, a great number of Americans 
have implemented an IRS innovation for 
pigeonholing their tax assessments. The 
breakthrough technology is electronic fil- 
ing and both the American taxpayer, who 
can efficiently file their federal income-tax 
return and receive the refund within two or 
three weeks, and the IRS, who, over the 
next decade, are projecting savings of upto 
200 million dollars, are benefitted. 

In Western Pennsylvania alone there are 
over 200 localities offering the electronic 
filing service. All individual tax forms in 
the 1940 series (processing costs from 25 
to 75 dollars) are accepted. The process 
takes a significantly shorter time than the 
” usual mind-boggling, paper-sorting ritual 
of fill-in-the-boxes that accompanies its 
traditional counterpart.’ After being sent to 
an IRS Service Center via computer lines, 
a forty-eight hour period determines 
whether the return is acceptable for proc- 
essing or whether corrections must be made. 
And here lies the rub: any discrepancies in 
data input (such as a misplaced space or a 
typographical error) will cause a prompt 
rejection of the form. Usually, an experi- 
enced tax preparer can remedy these tech-

Several arrests were made on the campus 
of Purdue University from a since banned

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Too many Weapons

We live in an amazing world. At first the idea of improved Soviet-U.S. relations was 
unthinkable. Today, we see that the trend in warmer relations has taken a strong hold in 
our society. With this improvement in relations and the increased spread of democracy 
we can see the problem of nuclear weapons being solved, right? Wrong. So wrong in fact 
that at this very moment, a nuclear war could start instantly, with the longterm effects of 
anuclear winter close behind. Merely describing the consequences of the start of anuclear 
war would only serve to erode the will of the American people to oppose Soviet tyranny. 
Therefore, to realize the full potential of a nuclear war, a nuclear winter should be 
examined. re 

A nuclear winter is the delayed result of a full-scale nuclear attack. It would entail 
widespread cold and dark, poison gases released from the burning of cities and petroleum 
facilities, and overall radioactivity slowly falling out of the atmosphere. Later, there 
would be an increase in‘dangerous ultraviolet light that would cause the temperatures to 
plummet over much of the earth. A temperature drop of only a few degrees centigrade 
during the growth season would cause massive crop failures and eventually people would 
_ Starve from lack of food. 

However, the facts that we know about a nuclear winter do not lend themselves to 
experimental value. The danger is explained by computer models rather than actual 
testing. In fact, because of such dangers, many groups have developed to advise 
Congress, the Department of Defense, and other government agencies on nuclear winter 
and its implications for national policy. If the superpowers didn’t know of the dangers 
before, they certainly do now. 

Troubling issues are raised be the threat of anuclear winter. Among them: policies of 
massive retaliation, the consequences of war eluded by the civilian and military establish- 
ments of the contending nation states and the size and nature of the present nuclear 
arsenals being imprudent and a major policy mistakes. 

Some bright spots in the issue of nuclear arms are apparent. The INF treaty in 1987 
between the U.S., Western Europe, and the Soviet Union helped to reduce a small 
percentage of medium-range weapons. Also, the nuclear powers get ready to move 
towards a program called START, of Strategic Arms Reduction Talks. This could 
hopefully reduce the world’s nuclear arsenals from nearly 60,000 weapons to 50,000. But 
if we hope to escape the threat of a nuclear winter, we will have to do a lot better than this. 

It’s clear that there is only one way to prevent a nuclear winter: massive reductions in 
the nuclear arsenals, and in the conventional forces they will deter.

Universal education, the 
eradication of illiteracy, health care, and the 
right to make a living are hardly “ill-con- 
ceived innovations.” The inability of the 
Sandinista government to complete these 
objectives is due, in large part, to the inter- 
vention of the U. S. —economically, politi- 
cally, and militarily. 

The Nicaraguan people have suffered 
enough. Thousands have died. Thousands 
more have lost limbs, eyes, family, homes. 

Wherever we might stand individually on 
the political spectrum, it is time to let go of 
old interventionist policies (the giving and 
withholding of aid depending on U. S. inter- 
ests) and help empower the Nicaraguan 
people to determine their own political and 
economic future in what we all hope will be 
a more democratic and equitable 21st cen-

Spring's coming... 


Drug Use Among High Schoolers 
and Collegians Hits All-Time Low 


(CPS )—Half the nation’s high school seniors have tried some kind of illicit drug by the 
time they graduate; but in general illegal drug use among both high school and college 
Students has dropped to an all-time low, researchers said Feb. 13. 

“The likelihood of a young person in high school or college today actively using illicit 
drugs is only about half of what it was a decade ago,” said Lloyd Johnston, the Univer- 
sity of Michigan researcher who directed the annual student drug use study for the 
National Institutes of Health. y 

Overall drug use dropped by three percent since 1988 fo 50.9 per- 

_ cent of the nation’s students, the survey of 1,200 college and 6,600 high school students 
nationwide found. 

Nevertheless, police have continued to target collegians in their drug probes, arresting 
at least six students during the first half of February. 

Five Georgia Southern College students were arrested Feb. 12 when police seized 168 
“hits” of LSD in three separate raids at two GSU dorms and an off-campus apartment 
complex. A Mount Holyoke College student was arrested the same week for allegedly 
mailing 400 doses of LSD to a police informant. 

LSD, in fact, is one of the few drugs that has grown in popularity among high schoolers, 
the Michigan study found. For the first time since the survey began in 1975, the drug’s 
popularity did not decrease. In 1975, a record 11.3 percent of the students reported using 
LSD. Since then, use steadily decreased until 1989, when the number of seniors admitting 
they used LSD rose .6 percent to 8.3 percent. 

Other trends in drug use among students were: 

*Marijuana: The number of students who said they had smoked marijuana within the 
30 days prior to the survey dropped from a peak 37 percent in 1979 to 17 percent in 1989 
among high school students. Students who said they used marijuana daily, however, rose 
from 2.7 percent of those surveyed in 1988 to 2.9 percent in 1989. 

*Cocaine: There were fewer than half as many casual cocaine users in high school in 
1989 than there were in 1986, Johnston discovered. Use among college students dropped 
even more dramatically, from 7 percent of the collegians in 1986 to 2.8 percent in 1989. 

*Crack: In 1987, 5.4 percent of the students said that they had used the drug at least once. 
In 1989 the number fell to 4.7 percent. Yet the number of students who had used the drug 
within 30 days before the survey remained stable at 1.4 percent in 1989, compared to 1.3 
percent in 1987. 

“We think that the forces leading to the continued downward trends in marijuana and 
cocaine are much the same as they have been in the past,” Johnston said, “that is, a 


heightened concern about the health and other effects of these drugs.

Lithuania: A price 
for freedom?

Among the many problems Soviet premier Gorbachev must face, a tense situation in the 
nation of Lithuaniaranks high on the list. A newly-elected Lithuanian Parliamentrecently 
met over the weekend to push for a secession from the Soviet Union. An upset Soviet 
Union warned the tiny nation that they would have to pay $33. billion to compensate the 
Kremlin for lost investments. 

Not only have the Soviets tried to use great sums of money to keep the Lithuanians 
hanging around, they have also used military force. Even though great numbers of Soviet 
troops have been lingering around the Lithuanian capital, Gorbachev still insists that there 
will be no military violence. If that is the case, then why.are they there in the first place? 

Despite the financial and military threats, Lithuanian nationalist leaders are not 
intimidated. In fact, Lithuanian officials are staking a counterclaim that would include 
areturn of items such as private property seized by the state and compensation for the half- 
million Lithuanians who died in Soviet prison camps. The total price tag would be well 
over $500. billion. 

While trying to maintain peace, Gorbachev hopes to discourage the Lithuanians and 
other Soviet republics from seceding. His means of doing this could be to take even 
tougher steps like cutting off Lithuanian electricity. The only apparent answer for the time 
being is months upon months of hard bargaining. 

The Lithuanian crisis also puts the United States between a rock and a hard place. The 
country as a whole only contains roughly 3.5 million people. That is approximately the 
size of Washington D.C. Itis very ironic, then, that sucha small country could be causing 
such massive problems. The United States on one hand must support Lithuanian 
nationalist actions because we are such staunch supporters of freedom and democracy. 
On the other hand, the U. S. feels obligated to Gorbachev and the Soviet Union for all of 
the compromises the country has made with us. Whatever the case may be, the United 
States should remember to stay out of other people’s business. We have gotten ourselves 
in more political conflicts because of our interference with other countries’ problems. 
Lithuania is a part of the Soviet Union, therefore it is the Soviets’ problem to deal with 
the threat of secession.

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Idea of Consolidating Libraries Demands Attention. 


In this writing I seek to elucidate a dispute perhaps unbeknownst to much of the student 
body, a matter that necessarily demands a quick and educated response, a development 
in administrative thought that has remained obscured from much of the college until now. 
Recently there has been a recrudescence of an issue that many thought had been rectified. 
A proposal has been promulgated by a number of administration and faculty members 
(this has not been the first time, but the issue has finally come to a head) concerning the 
consolidation of our J.S. Mack and McGill libraries. The undertaking consists of 
relocating the resources presently contained within Hoyt’s Mack library to what is now 
the computer room in McGill and in turn transferring the computers to the now existing 


Mack library. Icontend 


tthe move’s benefits, in comparison to the current advantages 


of having two separate libraries, must be seriously scrutinized. In expounding the now- 
existing benefits, I encourage students to discover the truth of our administration’s 
reasoning on this topic and thus help influence the now-imminent decision ‘over our 


libraries’ fates. 


First, the plan for the Mack library serves to create an atmosphere of student-teacher 
interaction. In this type of sétting, a serious spirit of diligence and cooperation is 
generated. Student research is facilitated by having faculty available at close proximity. 
The faculty too, is provided for by a reference area that aids in class preparation and 
independent study.” Remove the library, and the science department loses the “Re- 
sources” in Hoyt’s very title: The Hoyt Science Resources Center. 

Related to the previous point, the Mack library’s relocation will severely dislodge the 
opportunity that Westminster’s science department (students and faculty) has had 
through the years of Mack’s existence. The students and faculty that now reside between 
Hoyt’s walls have most assuredly taken the library’s presence into consideration when 
becoming part of the Westminster community. Likewise, prospective students and 
faculty are aware that the quality of the Mack library characterizes Westminster as a 
school above many other insiitutions lacking a science library. For example, the biology 
department is currently in the process of selecting a new faculty member to replace the 
retiring Dr. Rhoton. The role that Mack plays in attracting potential facutly cannot be 
underestimated. The quality of.students and faculty is enhanced by having the addition 
of a science library: competing institutions cannot boast the same and Westminster’s 


prestige is thus increased. 


A third point to consider is the library staff’s concern about their current number o: 
three professional librarians. Certainly the cost expended in hiring a science librarian 
would be significantly less than the proposed move. Cost must be a consideration in a 


proposition such as this. 


Common sense dictates the fourth atea of consideration. With the addition of Mack’s 
current number of science and non-science majors, who choose a productive study 
environment in lieu of McGill’s somewhat over-crowded conditions, near Pandemonium 
would reign in a library already in need of space. Mach has been built with the sole 
purpose of becoming a library: the computers would take up a fraction of the available 
space, space currently used for shelving, tables, and necessary mobility. 

A fifth consideration is the psychology department’s recent relocation to Hoyt. The 
psychological reference materials will soon be included in Mack’s shelves. A primary 
reason for the relocation has been to be better situated in relation to Mack. Now that the 
scientific resources will be complete in one building, it seems illogical to move them. 

A sixth indispensable point is the fact that, ever’ with assiduousness on the faculty’s part 
in pursuing concrete facts and figures, the administration has to this point (to the best of 
my knowledge) failed to supply reasoning for their proposition (i.e. costs, method). 

If the above points elicit an administrative response, I will have been successful in my 
endeavor. I believe that acollege such as Westminster, that places the interests of students 
and faculty above and beyond any interest of profitability in the areas of space and or 
money, should not negate student and faculty conviction in a decision of this magnitude. 
I believe, too, that before any administrative resolutions are formulated, the entire body 
of students deserves awareness of the issue and its details. If then, after every student is 
acquainted with the project and allowed his/her own opinion in the impending process, 


the desirability can still be proven, so be it. 


Recently, I have heard talk of the Mack library as being the heart of the Hoyt Science 


Resource Center. This assessment is not wholly complete. The very contention of the ss) 


consolidation plan’s proponents is that this heart may be transplanted without damage to 
the body itnow inhabits. I contend that the Mack library is the viscera of Hoyt, the internal 
workings that supply the “nutrients” and essential ingredients of knowledge and 
scholarship that fuel its body and support its very frame. If eviscerated, an entity will 
perish; it will cease to thrive. Twenty-three years ago, when the Hoyt Science Resource 
Center was first proposed, the J.S. Mack library was to be the building’s nucleus, the 
viscera of the complex. Here the digestion of new ideas was to take place, an environ- 
ment was to be constructed to institute an organic balance between classroom/lab and 
literacy reference, anda proximity was established so as to facilitate the all-important 
research done by both faculty and students. Tampering with this system , in my mind, 


can hardly bring benefit. 


It is true, 1 am a student of science. But I am first a student of Westminster College. 
What I ask for isa thoughtful consideration of the proposal at hand, a utilitarian approach. 
Questioning, not acquiescence, will determine what is best for our college under these 
circumstances. This is an institution that values excellence. Does not this excellence 
necessarily seek to provide the greatest beneficence for the greatest number of students 
and faculty? And if I am proven wrong for today’s assessment tomorrow, I am willing 
to admit error and work for the new found good. I do not seek to stunt the growth of a 
seed planted today that will prove frui@ul in its end. I only ask that we study the seed 


before it is irreversibly sown.

Atthe Claremont University Center, three 
miles from the epicenter of the tremor, 
which registered 5.5 on the Richter scale, 
officials closed the Honnold-Mudd Li- 
brary for four days to pick up and rear- 
range many of the volumes that toppled off 
the shelves during the quake, spokesman 
Jay Germany reported. 

The university center, including the li- 
brary, serves students from a six-school 
consortium of Harvey Mudd, Pomona, 
Pitzer, Scripps, and Claremont McKenna 
colleges, and Claremont Graduate School. 

“There was no serious injury on any of 
the campuses,” Germany said. “Amaz-

In contrast, colleges in the San Francisco 
Bay region are still feeling the effects of 
the 7.1-magnitude quake that killed 67 
people, injured about 3,000, and did $7 
billion in damage last October.

Westminster College together with the 
National Science Foundation are helping 
to keep area high school teachers current 
on infa@rmation. Westminster College will 
be holding two summer institutes for area 
high school physics teachers. 

The first institute will be held this sum- 
mer, July 9-27. The second session will be 
held in July of 1991. The purpose of the 
workshops is to keep the teachers up to date 
with new discoveries in physics, and take 
this information back to their classrooms. 
The ever changing field of science needs to 
receive constant atttention or teachers will 
be using useless data. 

The participants will have lectures, dis- 


Cussion groups, Curricular materials, field 
trips to research facilities and yes, even 
teachers will still have labs. In a science 
profession there are always labs. After 
the institutes, the participants will be- 
come part of a network of physics teach- 

ers with access to resource materials, 

materials, equipment, and local confer- 

ences. This is a continuing program to 
keep physics in the area high schools 
current with new developments. 

The National Science Foundation has 
given Westminster College a $150,000 
grant to fund the two institutes which 
will be held here.

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Koop Receives 
Henderson Lectureship

“The creator recreating for the observer,” describes the objective of the 1990-91 
Henderson Lecturer, Kathy Koop. Koop, the chair of Westminster’s Art Department, was 
chosen as this year’s recipient of the Henderson Lectureship for her proposed study, “The 
Evolution of Visual Forms: A Personal Search.” : 

Each year a special faculty committee chooses the Henderson Lecturer to encourage 
scholarship and creativity by Westminster faculty members. Creativity is most obviously 
found in the artist, making Koop more than deserving of this honor. Though receiving 
this léctureship would be an honor for anyone, it holds even more sentimental value for 


Koop. Koop is a personal friend of Mrs. Elizabeth Henderson, who along with her . 


husband, Joseph R. Henderson, founded the lectureship. Mrs. Henderson was a staunch 
supporter of Koop through the many ups and downs of her personal artistic development, 
and was even a Leader Learning Program student of Koop’s at one time. 

The stipend she receives from the lectureship will be used to explore the gradual phases 
of the creative process, examining the “ugly duckling” stages that continually challenge 
the artist to produce the perfect object. 

Koop feels that these ugly ducklings are the stages of development which are constantly 
changing and evolving to reach the final result, the “swan.” Her research will focus on 
this creative progression and eventually culminate in a slide lecture presentation. 

For Koop, the swans are found in ceramic, which has been her artistic forte for the past 
20 years. A cacti theme and perfection of the technically complex teapot are two forms 
that will be addressed in her research. 

Her work will be beneficial to all, not just art majors. She will discuss the obstacles that 
an artist must overcome which influence the final project. This is vital for any observer 
of art so that they may appreciate what an artist has accomplished. 

Koop wishes to emphasize that anyone can do art. Art is not just being able to draw. 
Itcan be a beautiful outlet of personal expression and creativity if itis properly stimulated 
and developed. It does not necessarily require an inborn talent, and one does not have to 
be a Da Vinci or Van Gogh. Quite simply, it is the desire to learn from the challenges of 
the ugly duckling to reach the swan. 


Geneva's Student Newspaper gets 
Banned: because of Controversial 
Editorial.

To censor or not to censor; that is the 
question? As a result of a theological 
editorial, the Geneva College Student Pub- 
lications Board voted to close the newspa- 
per for the rest of the spring semester. The 
editorial; entitled “Theology of the Pointy 
Hats” favored the reformed Presbyterian 
Church in which Geneva is affiliated and 
questioned the views of the Catholic 
Church. 

The writer of the editorial, Eric Dugan, 
stated that the clerics in the Catholic Church 
referred to as “pointy hats” have become 
authority figures and that their councils 
and traditions “supersede Scripture.” He 
also writes, “The Catholic finds most of his 
faith and practice moored in the sayings of 
popes and councils, which frequently 
contradict each other. And just what if one 
pope isn’texactly holy? His words are still 
law.” Dugan’s editorial says that Protes- 
tants utilize the Bible to prove the truth in 
their leaders’ statements. The editorial 
closes, “‘He who holds to teachings which 
contradict the Bible finds a final resting

place with the serpent.” 

Dugan compared the controversy with 
criticism aimed at 16th century religious 
reformer Martin Luther. Dugan said, “I 
stand in a sense, in Martin Luther’s shoes, 
and I have been called by the college to 
recant.” Dugan’s editorials have stirred 
controversy in the past. Last fall, Dugan 
accused Geneva of giving more priority to 
sports rather than academics. 

College spokesman William Gibbs said 
the decision to shut down the paper was not 
censorship, but rather an apology to 
Geneva’s Catholic students who comprise 
about one-fifth of the college’s 1,200 stu- 


dents.

The Westminster campus has many talented people. Included among these are Dr. 
Roger T. Wolcott, sociology professor, and Dorita F. Bolger, assistant librarian, who 
wrote a reference book entitled, Church and Social Action: A Critical Assessment and 
Bibliographic Survey, published by Greenwood Press this past January. 

A sampling of certain issues included in the book are the effect of “New Christian 
Right” on American politics, the role of “Christian Base Communities” obliterating dic- 
tatorships in Brazil and Nicaragua, and the nature of the “Islamic Resurgence.” Included 
in this last area is the Ayatollah Khomeini’s involvement in Iran. 











In order to find a basis for the book, the authors examined more than 700 studies done | 


by social scientists to find various aspects of activist religion. They found religion is 
viewed as an organized group of people who want to cause social change not as a per- 
sonal belief. 

Dr. Wolcott is a.professor of sociolbgy with an emphasis in religion and social 
movements. Ms. Bolger is the assistant librarian dealing with course-integrated library 
instruction and reference with an emphasis in humanities and social science.

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Results of Survey Shows Smoking 
can be Offensive in the Tub | 


According to a recent survey taken on campus, a majority of students find cigarette | 
smoke in the TUB grille area both a nuisance and a health risk. 

The survey was distributed by members of Dr. Perkins’ Public Relations Seminar. Out | 
of the 500 surveys sent, 175, or thirty-five percent were returned. Some a did | 
not answer all the questions. \ 

Of the respondents, eighty-three per cent are non-smokers. Sixteen per cent sities Of | 
the respondents who said they smoke in the TUB, sixty per cent smoke there often. Forty | 
per cent said they only smoke there occasionally. 

The smoke that lingers in the TUB is considered very bothersome by fifty-two per cent | 
of the respondents. Twenty per cent are bothered only mildly; twenty-six per cent said | 
they are not bothered at all. 

If the campus were to implement a ban on smoking in the TUB, sixty-three per cent of | } 
those responding to the survey would be in support of it. Thirty-four per cent would not. 
Typical responses to this question included: “Smokers aren’t allowed to smoke in a lot 
of places on campus—give them a break an let them smoke in their own 
union building,” and, “I seriously question any college policy which supports an activity | 
proven to cause emphysema and lung cancer.’ 

- Fifty-five per cent of the respondents said they would support the addition of a separate | 
non-smoking section in the TUB area. Forty-two pre cent said they would not support | 
sucha decision, mainly because they feel that the area is too small for adequate separation. | 
Comments on this question ranged from “For those of us who have health problems, the | 
smoking is really bad. A separate room would be better,” and “I think it would be inef- 
fective because it would be segregation, but I am all for it. The smoke often deters me from 
going into the TUB because it is uncomfortable,” to “Smoke sucks, but prOvisiGn: for | 
smokers should be made.”

In the light of the 20th anniversary of 
Earth Day, environmentalists, politicians, 
and even some oil executives are trying to 
bring sweeping reform to the oil industry. 
This being an election year, talking tough 
against oil companies with proposals to ban 
offshore drilling and to enact strict tanker 
safety measure adds up to sm litics. 

This reform movement is being pushed by 
such major oil spills in Alaska, California, 
New York, New Jersey, and Louisiana. All 
have brought about a strong feeling in 
Americans that more should be done to 
protect the environment. Possible changes 
would include requiring double hulls and 
bottoms on tankers, shifting shipping lanes 
farther offshore, better charting of the ocean 
bottom, and overall improvement of proce- 
* dures for oil spill clean-up to name a few. 

On the other hand, the badly damaged oil 
industry is worried about an overreaction to 
the problem. They are afraid that this over- 
reaction would spur the return of the days of 
oil embargoes and gas lines. With as many 
_ mistakes aN oil companies have made, 
embargoes on their products should be the

least of their worries. 
How to clean up their mess should be 
top priority. 

The first of these major reforms is under 
consideration in Washington. The nation’s 
eyes are also on President Bush as well. 
During his campaign for president, Bush 
stressed that he is the “environmental 
president”. It will be interesting to see if 
Bush will try to reinstate oil an gas drilling 
in Federal waters after the moratorium 
expires this year. 

Even before some major spills in 
Alaska or on the West coast of California, 
all three candidates for governor- U. S. 

Pete Wilson, State Attorney Gen- 
eral, John Van de Kamp and former San 
Francisco Mayor, Dianne Feistein, have 


all tried to one-up each other in pledging

The popularity of political candidates 
should be in and of itself enough to gener- 
ate some major action to save the environ- 
mental If it doesn’t then we’ ll know what 
the politicians are really after.

East meets West: the disappearing Trabant

Since November of last year it has been 
impossible to pick up a newspaper or maga- 
zine that does not carry news of the benefits 
of Eastern European reform. What we do 
not see is news of the things that will be lost 
rather than gained by the changes in that part 
of the world. Naturally no one will miss the 


sluggish economies, poor consumer goods, ~ 


low standards of living; and government 
Tismanagement. The people of Eastern 
Europe are no doubt glad to see these trade- 
marks of Socialism slowly vanish. I do 
_ believe, however, there is one thing that 
symbolizes the backwardness of Eastern 
Europe (and especially East Germany) which 
the people will somewhat sadly part with: 
the Trabant. _ 

The Trabant is a car. I have an interest in 
cars and I had never heard of this pokey little 
machine until I read that its production days 
are numbered. The Trabant is not a triumph 
of engineering. It uses a tiny, two-cylinder, 
two-stroke engine to power it across cold 
East German highways. It leaves a tell-tale 
trail. of smelly blue smoke wherever it goes. 
It has scarcely been modified since the 
1950’s. It is available only in pastels. 

Despite its shortcomings, the car proves to 
be sturdy transportation. People who own 


the cars say they start readily in sub-zero 
temperatures. Joachim Anwand,a welder 
at the Trabant plant, was quoted in U.S, 
News and World Report as saying “You 
can go right into a ditch and just pick it 
(the Trabant) right up and come out the 
other side. You can’t do that with.a 
Mercedes.”. Wéll maybe you can do that 
with a Mercedes, Joachim, but I wouldn’t 
encourage it. 


Perhaps now fewer people will want to. 


drive their Trabants into ditches. Next 
year Volkswagen plans to produce an- 
other car at the Trabant plant. In the 
future, there are plans for a totally new 
“Trabi,” as the East Germans call it. The 
Trabant,that has stood virtually unchanged 
for almost forty years, will be no more. 

The Trabant is a mirror for much of the 
change in Europe, and especially East 
Germany. The wheezing relics of Social- 
ist Europe are being replaced by newer 
items from the west, demonstrated nicely 
by the $2.9 billion venture between Tra- 
bant and Volkswagen. East meets west. 

East Germans may be sad to see the tiny 
Trabant go because it gave them some- 
thing to identify with, even if it wasn’t 
perfect. The car, like East Germany, is 
losing its identity.

Mrs. Mandlove, with all due respect, your critique of my article that alleges I have a 
“startling lack of concer for both facts and people” actually reiterates most of what I said, 
rather than refuting it. Cases in point are: 

-Nicaragua’s majority party. Now if Communists who stay with Sandinismo are more 
often than not aligning themselves with the Maoists and other socialists of the hard Left 
within UNO, do we not, in effect, have a Communist party that is indicative of the 
diversity that was once tolerable in the Revolution? The Sandinistas’ artificial use of the 
nationalist General Augusto Cesar Sandino’s anti-Samozan, anti-imperialist activity in 
the ’20s and ’30s as credibility to make him their spiritual forefather was bound to backfire 
when they purposely confused the people. The Sandinistas used Sandino’s name, from 
their inception in 1962, to justify and blend their similar insurrectionalist methods with 
Marxist-Leninist goals. ‘ 

-The Samoza family’s dictatorship may not have been the benevolent mule the United 
States had hoped for when it came to support them at the start. However, the N: icaraguans 
who had historically been self-effacing enough to be bitter about any U.S. intervention 
but not enough to come to terms with their own problems otherwise, were perhaps too 
quick to oppose the Somozas. It is peculiar how rabid supporters of the Revolution under- 
stand the difficulty the Sandinistas had in running the country when they wére besieged 

by a hostile force comprised of their own countrymen, but they cannot seem to acknowl- 
edge or apply the same standard to the Samozas who dealt with insurrection and the 
economy much longer. 

In fact the Sandinistas used short-term policies with little scope to appease not only the 
rest of the world (including the U. S.) who were mostly rooting for them at first, but rich 
and poor alike in Nicaragua. Then they started letting everybody of democratic 
persuasion down by committing the same atrocities as the regime they displaced. Onty 
now the Sandinistas have the sanctioning and war material of the Communist bloc behind 
them. Violeta Chamorro quit the ruling Sandinista junta early on—as did many key 
elements of the revolutionary movement who became disillusioned—seeing clearly that 
the Sandinista National Liberation Front was only a front, not a launching pad for 
democracy and major reforms, regardless of heavy U.S. funding at first. Danieland Hum- 
berto Ortega’s modest beginnings aside, they and their compadres were not as zealous in 
reality about land redistribution as their populist rhetoric would suggest. The vast 
majority of productive assets remained in private hands, that is, the same power elite they 
vowed to wipe out, but integrated with instead. 

Chamorro and UNO do not present a monolithic solution to Nicaragua’s problems by 
any means. Together, though, they provide the people with the foundation for a multi- 
party system. At the same rate, the contras are disarming because they have been given 
some reason for compliance with intemational law and may be able to integrate peace- 
fully into Nicaraguan society. My Suggestion is that they be allowed positions at all levels 
of the army and militia so true integration and guarantees of peace can be maintained. 

Finally, let us not forget the real lessons of this continuing saga: Limited U. S. inter- 
vention is often necessary, especially against avowed enemies and their surrogate states. 
Authoritarianism had many faces. And revolutions are dangerous because they are 
susceptible to Communism and preclude desired reforms (or the ends may not follow the 
means, let alone justify them). 
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In one of the more zealous attempts to 
control students living off campus, a new 
law in College Park, Md., will require all 
houses with students in them to become 
“mini dorms.” 

The measure will create a student hous- 
ing shortage and force rents to rise, local 
college officials warn. 

Torun “mini dorms,” landlords will have 
to set aside 70-square-foot bedrooms for 
each resident, and provide an off-street 
parking space for each person whether of 
not they have a car. Regardless of how 
many bedrooms there are, no more than 
five students will be able to rent a house. 

The Prince Georges Country Council in 
November passed the bill, which takes 
effect July 1. The ruling comes after years 
of complaints by College Park residents 
who say University of Maryland students 
disrupt the local neighborhoods and cause 
parking headaches. 

“They knew what they were getting into 
when they moved here,” retorted Eileen 
O’Brien of the campus legal aid office. 
“We don’t havé students pissing in the 
bushes or vomiting on the lawns of any- 
thing.” 

Citizen anger over student misbehavior 
and drug use finally forced a University of 
California-Berkeley off-campus housing 
cooperative to close in November, forcing 
180 students to find new shelter.

The new law will cut down on the avail- —

“It 
will cause real problems for landlords.” 

The new regulation applies only tohouses, 
said Jennifer Shimer, UM’s coordinator of | 
off-campus housing. Landlords who own | 
houses won’t be able to rent to as many | 
people, forcing them to raise rent. At the | 
same time, more students will be force into | 
more expensive apartment. “Most stu- | 
dents,” Shimer explained,” like to live in | 
houses because it’s easier to keep the rent | 
down by bringing in more people.” 

Landlords say a change proposed by 
County Councilman Jim Herl, who spon- 
sored the new law, to have them pay $250 
for a county license if they want to rent to 
students, would raise rents even more. The © 
fee would pay for three more county in- | 
spectors, who would be needed to enforce | 
the new student housing law. 

Shimer said early reports indicate rent is | 
already going up for next fall, but she:said | 
it won’t be until August that students will 
feel the full effects of the new law.

Kinks Review

Although the Kinks opened their show at Westminster with a “State of Confusion,” it 
was perfectly clear to the audience in Orr Auditorium that they were in for an exhilarating 
performance. 

From the moment the lights went down, this mostly college crowd was on their feet 


screaming and dancing to a repertoire of old and new Kinks hits. Lead singer Ray Davies, 
along with his brother Dave on guitar, drummer Mick Avory, bassist Jim Rodford, and 


keyboardist Ian Gibbons, whipped the crowd into a frenzy. The Kinks have been leaders 
in innovative music for over a quarter century, and many of the tunes they performed on 
Monday were actually older than the people dancing to them. 

The excited audience did their best to become part of the show by holding up lighters 
and throwing hats and unmentionables on to the stage. A few enterprising girls joined the 
band on stage during “Come Dancing,” which didn’t seem to bother the band, butstheir 


- Security quickly forced the girls back into the audience. 


Ray Davies was absolutely electrifying on stage. He taunted the crowd by promising 
to play “Lola” but waited until about the tenth song. Another fun part of Davies’ 
performance was his constant clothing changes‘ He changed into approximately ten 
different blazers, not to mention shirts and trousers. The designs on his jackets ranged 
from bold black and white stripes to British and-American flags, worn during the song 
“UK Jive.” Davies also changed his guitars nearly\as often as his clothes. 

The only lulls during the show were the two ‘songs performed by Dave Davies. 
Although Dave possesses an excellent voice i§a great guitarist, his songs did not 
maintain Ray’s energy levels. The crowd quieted a bit during his songs, including “Too 
Much On My Mind,” ? 

Most of the songs the Kinks performed at the show were either classics such as “Lola,” 
“All Day and All of the Night,” and the encore “You Really Got Me,” or from their current 
release “UK Jive.” A few songs from the Kinks’ 1892 hit album “State of Confusion” 
were also crowd pleasers, such as “come Dancing” and the title track, which opened the 
show. The favorite tune of the evening appeared to be “Lola,” with the audience chant- 
ing the refrain (Lo-Lo-Lo-Lo-Lola) and drowning out the band. Even though the Kinks 
have played this song thousands of times, they still seemed to enjoy it was much as the 
audience did. 

The Kinks formed in England during the early 1960’s. They’ve had over 20 hit signals 


- in their career. “You Really Got Me” was their first number one single in Britain and the 


first to hit the top ten in the U.S. The Kinks last major hit was “Come Dancing,” in 1982. 
They were recently inducted into the Rock and Roll Hall of Fame. 

Janata was the opening ‘act for the Kinks. Janata plays rock with a mixture of blues. 
Janata received an unbelievable responses for an opening act, from the audience, who re- 
warded them with screams of approval and applause. Janata hails from New Jersey and 
includes lead vocalist Chris Janata, drummer Dan Leamy, Lead guitarist Mike Lustig and 
bass guitarist Pay Walsh. Their first album, self-titled Janata, was released in 1990 on 
label. Chris Janata ended their 45 minute set by saying, “If you haven’t heard of us; you 
will. We hope.”

On April 19, local police 
near the campus of Potomac State 
College reported that 50 to 70 
students went on a rampage 
through the city streets, which 
resulted in seven complaints 
within a three hour period. The 
reports included loud distur- 
bances and smashed car windows. 
One woman told police several 
youths leaped onto her car and 
broke two windows when she 


stopped her vehicle at a stop sign. 


However, Potomac State 
President Joseph Gratto said his 
own investigation found that only 
15 students were involved in the 


incident, in which three students, 


after leaving an off campus party, 
- fought amofig each other as they 
made theif way back to campus. 


Gratto remarked, “It’s springtime, 


and these are young people.” 
According to the College 

Press Service, past springs have 

been marked by similar disrup- 


tions at numerous, schools. Earlier 
in the year, student parties. got out 


of hand at Western Michigan, 
Michigan State, and Purdue uni- 
versities, and Plymouth State 
College in New Hampshire. 

At Central Connecticut 
State University, nearly 200 
students battled campus and local 
police on April 3 after a group of 
students were ordered to stop 
playing in a mud puddle on cam- 
pus. 

* According to local police, 
the problem started when campus 
police officers tried to stop 
students from sliding in the mud 
puddle. : 

A crowd grew when the police 
parked a squad car over the 
puddle. Some students threw 
stones and bottles. 

Earlier this spring, stu- 
dent parties at the University of 
Oregon and Kutztown University 
in Pennsylvania turned into near- 
riots, with students resisting 
arrest and throwing whatever they 


could at police.

Does Westminster need one 
library or two? That is the ques- 
tion that the college is examining. 
If this change should occur, the 
computer center at McGill library 
would be transfered to Mack. 

Also, the science books and 
periodicals would be moved to 
McGill. Before the college started 
to discuss doing this, two ques- 
tions had to be asked: Could it 
happen? Could it be afforded? b 

The answer to the first question 
is‘yes. The main problem is space. 
This would be solved by putting in 
compact shelving which would 
increase the storage in the peri- 
odical room by 140%. In order to 
raise money for the change, goals 
had to be made that can be used in 
generating the funds. 

The library staff supports the 
idea of combining the libraries. 
Molly Spinney, head librarian, 
stated that they are looking to 
benefit the entire campus. Be- 
cause there is no librarian at the 
science library, Ms. Spinney feels 
that some students don't know how 
to use the materials. This is one 
problem that would be solved if 
the libraries combined. Another 
one deals with the computer 
center. The librarians feel that it 
is difficult to run the centers at 
two locations on campus. The 
merge would centralize everything 
and would be easier on the staff- 
ing, proctors, and supplies. 
Overall; the library staff believes 
that the consolidation would be a 
benefit more than an inconven- 
ience. 

The science departments dis- 
agree. Dr. Clarence Harms, chair 
of the biology department feels 
that Hoyt is a resource center, not 
a science building. He also be- 
lieves that the two libraries are 
more educationally sound. A main 
reason the science departments 


want to Keep the science library in | 


Hoyt is convenience. Many of the 
books in Mack are used in labs. 
More time and effort would have to 
be used in getting the books if 
they were in McGill. Dr. Harms 
also stated that when Mack was 
built, special floors were put in 
that hold more weight. If the 
books were moved out, the money 
spent on the flooring would be 
wasted. | 

Many people, including Dr. 
Harms, think that.the two librar- 
ies are very distinctive. Al- 
legheny College, a competitor to 
West minster for enrollment, 
doesn't have a science library. 
Westminster's library attracts - 
students who might want to study. 
the sciefices. Dr. Harms believes 
that, “When the college made the 
decision (of two libraries), it was 
a careful.and good one. Another 
(decision) not ought to be made 
quickly. It should be studied 
more carefully.” He also stated: 
that the other science departments 
agree and are united on this con- 
troversy. They are not excited 
about the proposal. 

Ms. Spinney said that the li- 
brary staff is not trying to chal- 
lenge the science staff. She feels 
that everything changes at some 
point in time and maybe it is time 
for this to occur. She also stated 
that the college is “between a rock 
and a hard place,” but then added 
that she is,”sure that the science 
faculty and I are equally excited 
for the decision so they know 
whether to adapt to the current 
situation or to plan for a change.” 

At the moment, Déan Faires is 
considering the proposal. She will 
then turn in her recommendation 
to President Remick who will make 
the final decision, probably this 
summer. If the proposal goes 
through, the changes will be made 
in the summer of 1991. 
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SGA On Visitation 


As we all Know, the ques- 
tion of the visitation policy at 
Westminster College has risen 
again as planned for its one year 
evaluation. The Board of Trustees | 


/ will vote on the continuation on 


May 26. Although there was ex- 
ceptionally positive feedback from 
the student body in regards to the 
current visitation hours, the 
controversy that spread last year 
has left some doubt in the minds 
of afew. 

The results gathered by 
the Student Affairs office that 
evaluated residence hall visitation 
hours and the overall environment 
show that students have handled 
the additional freedom given to 
them in a mature manner. Visita- 
tion hour violations are down from 
previous years, quiet hour infrac- 
tions have decreased, vandalism is 
down, and student consensus 
reveals that the policy did not 
foster conflict between roommates 
nor did it deny privacy. 

The students of West min-

ster were given the additional 
freedom inherent in the the open 
visitation policy and handled it in 
a responsible fashion. As the year 
began and the open visitation was 
initiated, each student possessed a 
solitary thread. Over the course 
of the year, these threads, through 
our responsibility, were inter- 
twined to form a cord, strong and 
tightly wound. We have proven 
that our freedom, in the form of 
one mere strand in the hand of 
each student, can be effectively 
utilized to produce an inextri- 
cable cord that strengthens our 
campus’ credibility.

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- Hostage Situation Ceramicist Review

Over a week and a half ago, the 
United States dispatched a hostage 
reception team to West Germany 
after hearing statements that an 


American hostage may be released. ” 


Then the U. S. hears that the 
kidnappers were freeing one of the 
-three American educators in 
response to requests from Iran and 
Syria, whose. leaders have encour- 
aged an end to the hostage crisis. 
-Just this past weekend, the dream 
of finally being released came true 
for American Robert Polhill, 55, of 
New York. Polhill was taken from 
the campus of Beirut University 
College on January 24, 1987. 

The group holding the hostages, 
called the Islamic Jihad for the 
Liberation of Palestine, kept the 
Americans guessing all week as to 
when one of them may be released. 

The fighting in and around 

- Beirut did not help to hasten the 
release of Polhill. Police in Beirut 
said foot patrols of Syria's 
12,500-strong force in the city’s 
Moslem sector moved in to contain 
the fighting between the pro- 
Iranian Hezbollah and Syrian- 
backed Amal. A release of a 
hostage cannot be expected in such 
risky conditions and the U. S. was 
left to guess when just one of the 
hostages would be released. 

All in all, eight Americans are 
among the Western hostages held 
in Lebanon by pro-Iranian groups. 
The longest held is the 42-year- 


old Terry Anderson, chief Middle 
East correspondent for the Associ- 
ated Press, kidnapped March 16, 
1985. The last hostage freed was 
David Jacobsen on November 2, 
1986, after 524 days in captivity. 

By the looks of these facts, the 
U.S. has been relatively slow in 
gaining the release of American 
hostages. During the Reagan 
years, it was common practice to 
let the situation burn itself out, 
hoping that the hostages would 
eventually be released by the 
power of speech. Soon the U. S. 
realized that talking was not the 
way to win over the hearts of the 
terrorist. They wanted action. 

President Bush really had no 
great part in the current release of 
Polhill. Rather, Polhill’s release 
stemmed from political dealings in 
Lebanon. All Bush could do was to 
publicly support the release of 
Polhill. 

The point is that the U. S. has 
the ability to gain the release of 
our suffering hostages. We pos- 
sess one of the most. powerful 
military forces in the world; and 
should have no problem in putting 
fear into the minds of the Islamic 
Jihad. Moreover, we are being 
intimidated by such lower class 
human beings, if one can even call 
them human. If Bush wants to 
keep his positive image in the 
Middle East scene, he had better 
try a new approach to getting the 
hostages released sooner.

Renowned ceramicist Virginia 
Scotchie recently appeared at 
Westminster as part of a joint 
effort with Slippery Rock Univer- 
sity to encourage artists to visit 
the area and provide workshops 
for interested students and fac- 
ulty. An exhibition of Scotchie’s 
work is currently running at the 
Hoyt Institute of Fine Arts on 
Leisure Ave. in New Castle. 

Scotchie is an assistant profes- 
sor of ceramics at Indiana Univer- 
sity in Bloomington, Indiana. She 
received her M.F.A. degree in 
ceramics from the New York State 
College of Ceramics at Alfred Uni- 
versity. Most of her work deals 
with geometric and asymmetric 
shapes, and their relationship to 
each other. Scotchie’s inspira- . 
tions developed primarily from 
associations with her family and 
other individuals. Scotchie’s 

major influences include mathe- 
matician Benoit Mandelbrot, who 
works whit theories of “order in .- 
Chaos,” and sculptor Constatin 
Brancusi. 
Her first lecture, entitled 
“Conceptsyin Clay: A Slide Lec- 


ture,” was presented on Thursday, 
April 26 in Westminster's Wallace 
Memorial Chapel. The hour long 
lecture featured slides of 
Scotchie’s work and provided 
visual biography of the artist's 
life. 

Scotchie’s work has advanced 
through many phases over the 
years. She originally began work- 
ing as a potter but eventually grew 
tired of functional forms and 
wanted to.progress to more sculp- 
tural work. She then began to 
build with slabs of clay, often 
building forms that were taller 
than her. This phase. or her work 
included huge plant-like struc- 
tures in bases reminiscent of 
grass and columns resembling 
stacked pots that exceeded eight 
feet tall. The extremely popular 
cat series followed. Currently the 
artist is working on slightly 
larger organic and geometric 
shapes which she creates using 
«plaster‘press molds.

New Meal Plan Kicks Off ° ; 
Marriott Changes | 


The celebration of the twentieth anniversary of Westminster’ sini devin Iieoiial 
forth a new idea for our meals. Students have been complaining for years that they do 
not eat the three meals a day that they were paying for, so they felt it was a waste of 
money. This year Marriot has given us a choice of two meal plans. Plan A is the tradi- 
tional 19 meals a week and about 52% of our students chose that; whereas Plan B allows 
14 meals in a week plus $30.00 for the fall semester to be spent in the snack bar located 
in the Student Union building. 

Mike Stein, food service director, said that these plans have been in discussion for 
about four years. The main problem they had io solve was finding a way in which tokeep 
track of the amount of meals a student was eating, so that the Student would not be able 


to eat more than his/her given amount. The answer they found was an access systém in ’ 


which every card is coded with a number for that one person. The cost of both the 
hardware and software was approximately $40,000 and as part of their celebration, 
Marriot donated the access system. The decision to have the new meal plan choices was 


made after the Board of Trustees and the faculty announced the fall 1990 prices, so there . 


was no way to have any alternations in the cost of the plans, aside from allotting those 
students who chose Plan B the additional cash. 

After Homecoming, Marriot officials, along with Student Affairs, are going to try to 
find various other alternatives, and see if they might work better than this one. A 
possibility for the coming years would be for the faculty to be able to purchase points for 
their use.in the Tub, instead of making them pay with cash. Another idea is to allow 
students to purchase more points, in case they run out. Most of those with Plan B are 
finding ita lot easier to pay for items in the snack bar with their ID, instead of cash. The 
alternate meal plans will not be offered during January term. 

The One rule with the new meal plan is that you are not permitted to use your card to 
pay for purchases in the Tub between the hours of 11:00 and 1:00 on the days to Monday 
through Friday. This is because the snack bar is a convenient and quick place for the 
faculty, staff and commuter students to grab a meal between their classes. Also, ;

Despite gloomy predictions of a lackluster job market, the College Press Service 
reports that corporate America recruited this year’s college graduates as actively as it: 
did last year’s grads. This new report also stated that the class of 1990 tended to get, 


higher starting salaries than the class of 1989. 

In a July pole taken by the College Placement Council, which is a Bethlehem, PA. 
based group, campus placement officers throughout the country reported that engincer- 
ing, nursing, and business majors were still being recruited heavily. These students are 
also being offered higher Starting salaries than the graduates of last year. 

In an opposing viewpoint, a 1989 Michigan State. University survey found major cor- 
porations planned to hire 13.3 percent fewer grads in 1990. 

“They (MSU) didn’t take into account the hot spots like nursing and engineering,” 
claimed Dawn Oberman, a statistical services wari ah with the College Placement 
Council. 

“Things are not-as bad as as they had seas it sound.” 

Many agreed with Oberman, and sided with the College Placement Council. 

Chris Miller, assistant director of the placement office at the University of 
Redlands in California, said that many majors, liberal arts included, were finding jobs. 

“Those whoare wholeheartedly pursuing jobsare finding them,” Miller stated. 

With the average starting salary ranging anywhere from $22,000 to $25,000, 
many graduates were pleased with their earnings.

To date, there are about 165,000 troops 
involved in Operation Desert Shield, and 
the crisis is far from over. Opinions con- 
cerning the situation vary, but one fact 
remains the same - the numbers are grow- 
ing by the day and very soon you may find 
yourself or someone you know’ in Saudi 
Arabia. 

It isn’t hard too find someone that is 
affected by the crisis in some way. Still 
others are completely oblivious to what’s 
goingon. Amajority ofcollege students 
feel supportive but personally unconcerned 
at this point. The general attitude is that the 
people in Saudi Arabia, so far, are profes- 
sional, paid soldiers, and it will be a while 
before their lives are directly changed. 

One exception is Chris Brunish, a junior 
political science/history major. He is cur- 
rently serving in the Army Reserve as 
specialist in a supply unit based in New 
Castle. Chris has volunteered for a 31-day 
tour, but has not yet been called. He is con- 
cerned about his school plans, but he says 
he pledged an oath to this country and his 
loyalty toward it comes first. Chris feels 
the attitude most students have is that it 
isn’t going to happen to them.

Unfortunately, morale is 
low. One soldier writes, “I’m sleeping ina 
tent ona sand floor...it’s about 120 degrees 
right now. [hate it so much, It’s all desert 
here, and oil refineries, and the Arabs drive 
Mercedes...” In order to show support for 
the service men and women in Saudi Ara- 
bia, many people are displaying yellow 
ribbons on their mailboxes and doors. The 
situation in the Middle East isn *t going to 
goaway. Besides higher gas prices, we are 
going to find ourselves effected more and

Keep Environmental Awareness Alive

The College Press Agency reports that the 
University of Maryland, like many other 
campuses, had its shareof problems in fol- 
lowing up on the environmental enthusiasm 
generated by last April’s Earth Day. 

An aluminum can recycling contest, spon- 
cered by one of the University’s fraternities, 
demonstrates such an example. Because of 
competition between frats, one group tried 
to win the contest by stealing cans froma re- 
cycling center. : 

“We tried to get the sororities and fraterni- 
ties on the bandwagon,” recalled campus 
activist Terry Lynn, “but we’ve had some 
problems with the fraternities.” 

Marcia Carter, an environmental 
movement organizer at Texas Southern Uni- 
versity, added that converting student inter- 
est in the cause into progress is “a never 
ending job.” 

- Asa way of figuring out how to do it, over 
3,000 collegians from across the nation are 
expected to gather at the University of Illi- 
nois at Urbana-Champaign-October 5-7. 
Besides being the biggest student environ- 
mental conference ever, the meeting will 





also be a pivotal moment in the movements_ 


department needs to be updated. He has 
four goals: 1) to have all of the writing 
courses in the computer labs. McTag- 
gart states, “I don’t think Westminster 
canclaim to be giving a studenta quality 
education if those students aren’t com- 
pletely computer literate.” 

2) A better sensé of community within 
the department. Doc has two ideas to 
make this work. One is to organize a 
reception with all the English majors 
and the English professors and just have 
them sit down and get to know one 
another.

This grant 
fund will be used in three ways: First, to 
bring in English high school teachers to 
campus for lectures, second, to bring 
high school English students to campus 
to familiarize them with the campus, 
andNast, to have Westminster’s English 
profexsors travel to high schools to lec- 
ture. 

4) Organize a retreat. Have the fac- 
ulty leave campus together for a week- 
end to look at their curriculum. 

Doc McTaggart believes the English 
department needs to begin to have new 
ideas. He believes the world is rapidly 
changing and so should Westminster. 

Doc’s main concern, however, is, as 
always, his English students. “The 
English major is the most versatile and 
flexible major offered at Westminster,” 
Docbelieves. I don’t know if he is right,

On the Inside: To Tell the Truth 
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Suto Shares:in German Rebirth 


While most of the world watched the 
birth of anew Germany from afar, this past 
summer, Monica Suto had a front row seat. 

Suto, a sophomore international busi- 
ness major, spent eight weeks working for 
a pharmaceutical firm in Rastatt, West 
Germany. While there, she stayed with her 
uncle and experienced first-hand the reac- 
tions of the German people toward the reu- 
nification of their two countries, which 
was finalized Wednesday. 

“Tf my uncle’s opinions are indicative of 
everyone, then they are both excited anda 
little skeptical about the reunification. They 
are excited because Germany will be one 
country again. But these are two entirely 
different socio-economic classes which are 


being thrust together with little prepara-—- 
tion.” 


Suto, who has family roots in Germany 


' and who speaks the language fluently , said 


that West Germans seem protective of the 
country they have built since the Berlin 
Wall was erected in 1961. 

“West Germans believe they have worked

hard to build a strong economy,” she said. 
“They are reluctant to share that with the 
East Germans, whose economy is not nearly 
as strong.”

Students Can Get Medical Help in Shaw Facility

Do you have a cold, or did you get stung 
by abee? Then go directly to the Student 


~Health Center. 


The Student Health center is located on 
the lower-east hall of Shaw Hall. Thecen- 
ter was given tothe school by Mrs. Walter 
C. Shaw, The purpose of the facility is to 
treat those who are not in need of sus- 
tained medical treatment. 

The director of the health center is B. 
Ann Parish, RN. There are two physi- 
cians, Dr. John L. Mansel and Dr. Timo- 
thy M. Heilmann. The physician avail- 
able between 8 and 9a.m. is Dr. Mansell. 
There are currently five nurses on staff. 
The nurses are on duty from 7:30 a.m. to 
7:30 p.m. The center uses both brand 
name and generic prescription drugs. 

A study was done last year on the Stu- 
dent Health Center. It showed that ap- 
proximately 4,334 students were seen at 
the health last year. The studied revealed 


that most students come in for upper respira- 
tory problems, the flu, insect bites, and sport 
related injuries. 

The following information was gathered 
from various school officials. One important 
question many students ask is, “Why is the 
health center closed on weekends?”. The 
reason simply is that financially speaking it 
is hard to do. Many large and small institu- 
tions are cutting back on their health staff. It 
is also hard to get physicians to work on the 
weekends. Westminster does, however, have 
the two physicians on call for the school 
during weekend hours. 

Westminster also has an agreement with 
Jameson Hospital. sa emergency depart- 
ment provides service for students from 7:30 
p.m. to 7:30 a.m. on weekdays, and 24 hour 
coverage on weekends. If a student goes to 
Jameson for emergency care, they should let 
the hospital know that they are a student at 
Westminstér College. Westminster has an

Politically Speaking 
Communism Laid to Rest

If you thought what Mikhail Gorbachev» did in Helsinki, Finland with. the summit 
between he and President Bush was phenomenal, it doesn’t hold a candle to what he did 
with Boris Yeltsin in Moscow last week. 

The ending of the Cold War was one thing, but the ending of an entire communist system 
is trully something to write home about. We will probably never know if Leon Trotsky was 
correct 70 years.ago with his assumption that communism would ultimately fail. Itseems 
clear/now that without a home in Moscow, communisrf@is an idea of the past. 

.G@tting rid of the Soviet empire and ending the:Cold War have been at the top of 
Gorbachev’s agenda since he became general secretary 5 years ago. It may have taken four 
years and millions of dollars before the West really acknowledged what was happening. 

Gorbachev came to power for the most part as a socialist intent on improving the system 
of decision-making that has ruled the Soviet Union since 1917. Gorbachev came to realize 
that it was illogical to reform a system that could never be maintained or dismantled. Gor- 
bachev has-always been in favor of change and has allowed these changes to occur at a 
moderate pace. Gorbachev does not want his society to disintegrate into the anarchy from 
which anti-democratic rulers often emerge. Putting it bluntly, Gorbachev wants to prevent 
the emergence of a Russian czar. 

That @ame fear of anarchy has also guided some of his. decisions in economics. 
Gorbachev’s main fear was that steps he could accept like removing price controls or state 
subsidies of major. industry would set off social sparks that would leap out of control. 

Last week, push came to shove when Yeltsin joined with other democratic critics to 
produce an economic blueprint. This time, Gorbachev didn’t just let go of another East 
Germany; he let go of communism itself, something that should have geen done a long 


time ago.

The Environment: 


Use it, Don't Abuse it

Thete seem to be two competing ideals in the world. They are capitalism and éenviron- 


damaged the environment. For the most part, this is true. But the conclusions that many 


draw from this are false. 


Some advancement has been made in the science of alternative energy, but very little 
in the practical application of it. The reason for this? It’s not feasible, some say. Wrong. 
Extraction of hydrogen from seawater for the purpose of burning it (hydrogen, when 
‘burned, turns to water vapor) is feasible and such a plant will be built‘in Germany soon. 
Hydrogen fuel cells for use in cars, boats and other vehicles (including aircraft) have re- 
cently become possible. These facts have been taken from Popular Mechanics September 
1990 issue. rcs]

The Effects of Bottles, 
Boozing, and Busts

The 1990-school year has opened with an unusual number of student arrests on campuses 
across the nation. 

The College Press Service stated that a number of private student parties have eroded into 
confrontations, sometimes violent, with police involvement. Big parties, sometimes 
spreading outdoors from fraternity houses and apartments, have ended in serious clashes. 

Observers cite relatively new drinking age limit laws, and a new willingness to crack down 
on student drinking, for the increased number of confrontations. 

Many students claim that their social lives are being pushed out of bars.and campus 
sponsored activities, and- into unsupervised private parties. 

» “There’s the broadening propensity for people to go to private residences, where they party 
hard, long and noisily, “ said Kevin Scully, police chief of Burilington VT, home of the 
University of Vermont campus. 

Many collegians think their “unspoken rights as college students are being violated,” said 
Felix Sarino, head of drug and alcohol program at the University of Wisconsin, where Madi- 

son police have been busy breaking up big parties this fall. 

Efforts to break up a party at the University of Arizona ended tragically when a campus 
security police officer was killed.ata fraternity party on August 24. Apparently, some female 
students arrived at the party with two uninvited male guests. When they were asked to leave, 
fierce words were exchanged and one of them returned witha gun. Corporal Kevin Barleycom 
was shot and killed as he and another officer tried to wrestle the gun away. 

Elsewhere, police arrested over 100 people at a block party near Bowling Green in Ohio 
Sept. 7th. ; x 

And also at Missouri, an annual fraternity - sorority gathering got out of control. A 

17 - year - old youth was seriously injured when he accidentally touched high voltage wires 

ona utility pole. Theemergency personnel trying to reach him were pelted by beer bottles by 

the crowd, which numbered between 5,000 and 10,000. 

David Hanson, a sociology professor at the State University of New: York’s Potsdam 

campus, believes that because of restricted drinking laws, students tend to want to drink more. 

In a 1989 study, Hanson found that when states increased the legal drinking age, the 

percentage of student drinkers rose dramatically. Hanson also stated that drinkers living in 

“dry” counties tend to consume more alcohol than drinkers residing/in counties that allow liq- 

uor sales.

Students, moreover, can-expect tuition 
to keep rising faster than other prices into 
the foreseeable future, other sources say. 

“This year’s college undergraduates are 


paying an average of 5 to 8% more for “ 


tuition and fees over last year, depending 


¢ onthe type of institution they attend, “ the 


organization’s annual national account- 
ing of campus prices stated. 

By contrast, the Consumer Price Index, 
the federal government’s barometer of 
how much Americans pay for everything 
from food to gas to housing, rose by 4.5% 
from 1989 to 1990. . 

The College Board, a New York based 
non-profit group, best known as the over- 
seer of standardized admission tests, 


blamed declining state funding for the 
price hikes at most public campuses. 

In late September, for example, many 
Virginia ;public campuses added emer- 


gency tuition “surcharges” to help them . 
make up for a drastic cutin state education - 


funding. 

The College of William and Mary and 
the University of Virginia want toadd 5% 
and 10% surcharges, respectively, to al- 
ready -announced tuition hikes.

It has been exactly one week since Eric 
Brown (see his article, “the Environment: 
Use It, Don’t Abuse It”-in the October 4 
issue of the Holcad) pointed out the seri- 
ous ramifications of our government’s 
irresponsibility in mediating American 
industry’s promotion of alternative en- 
ergy sources. It has been one week and 
there is, of yet, no effective “energy pol- 
icy” that could detour our dependence on 
the heavily- trafficked, fossil fuel road- 
way. 

Although many Americans would re- 
mind us of the legal and practical ob- 
stacles that accompany such an expedi- 
tious shift of action, I ask that one con- 
sider the state of affairs that now exists in 
regard to oil ownership. . In this time of 
uncertainty in the Gulf, another week 
without progress on a definite. energy 
policy is time we do not:have. 

In two months the price of a barrel of oil 
has more than doubled. Before the inva- 
sion of Kuwait, Saddam held a modest 
corner of the Arab oil market. Now, this 
corner edges precariously close to a ma- 
jority. And with the threat of war rum- 
bling ominously in the offing, the U.S.

must be pushed as near as possible to the 
ideal standards.

The events in the Persian Gulf that may 
lead to:a possible war provoke a form of 
anxiety in the public mind. The actual 
thought of war makes most of our blood 
curdle. Certain questions arise like “how 
many of our men could die” and “how 
could they be killed or hurt?” 

Standing i in the shadow of these ques- 
tions is the issue of chemical warfare. 
Many people feel that chemical warfare 
is the dirtiest form of fighting a war. But 
are chemical weapons worse than some 
of the other technologies of destruction 
that men employ to kill each other? 

The issue of chemical weapons was 

with its first mass use in World War 
I. During the Crimea campaign of WWI,

Sera. These are only a few of the ways that 
the U.S. has in mind when it comes to 
killing the enemy. Are these ways any 
more acceptable than the chemical weap- 
ons used by Iraq? 

No matter what the threats may be toward 
the U.S. , the preferred manner of dealing 
death in the gulf is undetermined, as far as 
we know. Just last week, Iraq claimed 
that they/ now have the capabilities to 
develop weapons, that once ignited, give 
off explosions similar to tiny nuclear 
bursts. 

A short time ago, I felt bad for all of 
those innocent Iraqis that would probably 
suffer horrible deaths because of a sense- 
_less and stupid war with the U.S. Now I 
worry about our own troops and if we are 
really going to be able to handle what lies 
ahead of us— a possible chemical-nu- 
clear type disaster that will affect more 
than just the Gulf region.

Modern political issues are very com- 
plex. The situation in the Persian Gulf 
area is a good example. A monarchy, 
friendly to the United States, has been 
invaded by an aggressive totalitarian na- 
tion rabidly hostile to the United States. 
The |President has decided to support 
this monarchy with a massive military 
build-up. The other nations of this re- 
gionare culturally and religiously linked 
to both the monarchist and totalitarian 
state. The citizens of these nations are 
for the most part opposed to the inter- 
vention by the United Sates. The gov- 
ernments of these nations don’t like it 
but see it as necessary. The issue is 
further complicated by American de- 
pendence on oil from this region and 
America’s already questionable econ- 
omy, 

What should we do? Or, a better ques- 
tion might be: is what we have done the 
right thing to do? 

In this article I will not make a judge- 
ment on America’s actions in the Per- 
sian Gulf. The purpose of this article is 
to examine the way in which the Ameri- 
can government, and by implication, the 
American people, handle complex deci- 
sions. 

Complex issues such as the Iraqi crisis 
cannot by evaluated the same way you 
pick out socks in the morning. Choice of 
socks is a concrete issue. It is not based 
on principles or ideals. In concrete is- 
sues,a person may do what is expedient. 
In dealing with abstract issues such as 
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foreign aid, welfare, and censorship, a 
person must do: what is right. Just 
because there are unemployed does not 
mean welfare should exist. The exis- 
tence of unemployed is a concrete fact. 
What we do or do not do about it is | 
abstract. When we deal with abstract 
issues we must have principles, general 
rules which we apply to every relevant 
situation. For instance, in the issue of 
unemployment compensation, we must 
use our principles of compassion, jus- 
tice, and property rights of taxpayers. I 
am notat this time making a judgement 
on this issue, but] am indicating what is 
involved in the issue. 

The United States has begun to ignore 

principles. Our elections are based on 
concrete statements abouta candidate’s 
sex life and personality. His stand on 
concrete issues gets second billing. Prin- 
ciples and ideals are mentioned hesi- 
tantly, ifever. We are defending Saudi 
Arabia because we need Middle East 
oil. The issue of whether or not this is 
rational, and based on American ideals, 
is pushed aside. 

And, if you are oné of those people 
who say that principles and ideals are 
meaningless in times of crisis, take a 
good hard look at why you’re having a 
crisis to begin with. In many cases 
(events like natural disasters obviously 
exempted), you will see that you have 
used the wrong principles, applied your 
principles (right or wrong) incorrectly, 
or you have acted on a whim to begin 
with. In such cases, the validity of the 
use of principles is not wrong, you are.

Once again it was a classic football game featuring two classic rivals at Geneva’s 
Reeves stadium this past Saturday. Westminster traveled to Geneva for what was the 
final road game of the season with six regular season games left to play. 

There were only a few reasons that could possibly have gotten the Geneva Tornados 
ready to play on this day: possibly the fact that the last time Geneva beat the Titans in 
regular season play Dwight D. Eisenhower was in office, but maybe that would be 
enough. 

Maybe the fact that the last time the Titans played at Geneva the score was 39-0 in the 

Titans’ favor would be enough. Maybe just the fact that the Tornados have not had 
much luck against the Titans for decades would be enough to put them over the top. 
Geneva had all three facts to pump them up along with a number 16 ranking in the 
nation and an undefeated record to lead the way. % 

Geneva was hungry, butas usual, so were the Titans. s 

It was the defense that shined on this day, and the 7-6 score showed it, as the Titans 
posted their 3rd straight victory on the road after their opening loss to the Northwood 
Institute. Although Geneva ranked higher nationally on Defense than Westminster, the 
Titans really outplayed Geneva, holding the Golden Tornados to only 118 total yard 






including minys 43 yards rushing. The most amazing statistic, however, was a season 
high 12 sacks ‘on Geneva quarterback Scott Schmitt, 5 of which.were recorded by 
senior defensive lineman Kevin Blazer.. The Titans didn’t need much offense in the 
7-6 victory. The only score came in an eight yard touchdown reception by Brad Tokar 
from Dave Baker late in the first quarter. Geneva’s only scores came on two Tom 
Hanson field goals. Geneva held the Titans to only one touchdown, to their credit 
defensively, but unfortunately for them that wasn’t quite good enough.

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Nobel Prize Winner to_— 
Speak at Hoyt Dedication 


Nobel Prize-winning physicist Leon 
Lederman will lecture at Westminster 
College as part of the ceremonies sur- 
rounding the dedication of Westminster’s 
Hoyt Science Resources Center, the 
‘college’s state-of-the-art $10.5 million 
science facility. 

The dedication ceremonies will run 
from Oct. 25-27. Lederman’s lecture, 
titled “Science Literacy: Race Between 
Education and Catastrophe,” is sched- 
uled for 8 p.m. on Friday, Oct. 26, in 
Wallace Memorial Chapel. 

Lederman, currently the Frank E. 
Sulzberger Professor of Physics at the 
University of Chicago, shared the 1988 
Nobel Prize in physics for his role in de- 
tecting the muon neutrino, an elusive 
subatomic particle. The detection of the 


muon neutrino, which Lederman carried 
out with two colleagues at Columbia 
University, ushered in an era of spectacu- 
lar advances in research in particle phys- 
ics. 

' Lederman also has been a driving force 
in the creation and perfection of the ma- 
chines of modem physics, having served 
as director of Columbia University’s Nevis 
Laboratories for 19 years. 

In addition, he was director of the Fermi 
National Accelerator Laboratory, better 
known as Fermilab, from 1969-79, during 
which time the lab’s two trillion electron 
volt Tevatron accelerator was completed. 

Though best known for his world-class 
research, Lederman has also wageda battle 
to combat what he calls the “frightening” 
level of scientific illiteracy in the United 


“States. A 


Fermilab, he instituted 15 edu- 
cational ,programs, including |a popular 
Saturday morning physics class for teach- 
ers and high school students. He also was 
instrumental in establishing the Illinois 
Mathematics and Science Academy, a 
free public boarding school for gifted 
youngsters, 

The construction: of Westminster’s 
Hoyt Science Resources Center is a proj- 
ect which has included several phases and 
spanned two decades. Last January marked 
the project’s final major step, as 
Westminster’s psychology department 
moved into the facility, realizing the 


college’s goal of housing all science dis- | 
ciplines under one.roof. This summer, a. 
preschool lab was added. to the psychol- 


ogy department's new quarters.

All over Europe things seem to be coming together. East and West Germany are 
one, once. again. The European Community is solidifying now that Britain has 
| decided fo. join the European Monetary System. And, finally, the Iron Curtain has 

been lifted, anes Europe to breathe free, and most significantly, together, if they 
-Choose. , 

' The economic power of a united Germany hasbeen heralded for months. France, 
too, is nothing to sneeze at. The Eastern Europeans have remarkable potential for 
growth. With the EC pulling all of this economic might together, Europe will have, 
in all likelihood, an economic renaissance. It seems that the U.S. will have more 
competitors than it can handle. 





Is this the right way of looking at this issue?. No, it is not. For the most part, - 


international commerce is capitalistic. To refer to the United States in competition 
with Germany or Europe is inaccurate. A better example would be Kenmore versus 
Braun or General Dynamics versus Aerospatiale. International commerce should not 
be a contest of tariffs and quotas, fought out by the law-making bodies of the nations 

"of the world. International commerce should be (and happily for the most part is) free 
trade. Nationalism has no place in economics. A person should purchase what, in his/ 
her judgement is the bést product, regardless of nation or origin. 

If the'government of the United States wants to help American companies compete 
in the global market all is has to do is get out of their way. Any other action will result 
in somebody getting their rights violated. 

A protectionist policy is a good example of this. Not only does it violate a person’s 
right to free trade, but italso shelters American companies from the realities of the free 
market. The quality of American-made goods will decline. Public pressure will 
eventually force the government to open the borders and the influx of foreign goods 
and services will destroy American business. In short, to make American business 
competitive they must be allowed to compete. 

We must remember that we are a nation of individuals. Nationalistic fervor has no 

place in our civilized society. Patriotism, however is very good. We must be patri-

Campus Recyghing Project Begins

A tornado is notusually particular about 
the objects it displaces, but a peculiar 
weekend whirlwind appears to frequent 
many college campuses, including our 
own, leaving a wake of unwanted trash on 
dorm and fraternity floors. This is espe- 
cially bothersome to the majority of stu- 
dents, sitting nestled among the pages of 
textbooks on Friday and Saturday eve- 
nings. Waking up, they find their rooms 
in disarray and can’t understand how a 
night of casual study could require sucha 
degree of cleaning. One other note: this 
whirlwind is usually predictable in that 
the trash it leaves takes the form of 12 oz. 
aluminum cans and glass bottles. Why 
Mother Nature would play such a practi- 
cal joke confounds us all, but we are left 
with the product of her whimsy littering 
our rugs. 

It has long been known that glass, alu- 
minum, and other materials can be re- 
cycled in an efficient manner, with little 
inconvenience to the layperson. Our 
campus environmental organization, 
SAVE, will have finalized plans to col- 
lect, and arrange to process, paper glass, 
aluminum (cans and foil), and plastics by 
this week. Containers will be placed at 
ends of hallways and fraternity contribu- 
tions will also be honored. 

While the ultimate problem is the prodi- 
gious generation of waste at the roots 
(Americans, on average, produce double 
the amount of waste of other industrial- 


ized nations per person), recycling is cer- _ 


tainly a feasible method of keeping un- 
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necessary waste from landfills and ocean 
floors until stubborn corporatio 
consumers begin to weigh their present 
gluttony with the hope of a better future. 
Only about ten percent of Americans 
currently |récycle. 

Also, as soon as more consumers and 
companies recycle, the demand for re- 
cycled products will equalize with supply 
and eventually more companies will see 
the clear advantage of low-cost paper and 
glass. 

Many companies, like Kodak and 3M, 
now re-channel by-products of manufag 
turing into a purification stage and then 
return the materials to the first phase of 
the cycle. Unfortunately, the amount of 
paper and plastics used in packaging is 
still grossly” overlooked. Convenience 
continues to take precedence over prag- 
matism, ‘ 

Many states have had mandatory recy- 
cling laws for years. Pennsylvania has 
recently taken notice and begun to push. 
similar measures} Recycling is now a 
reality on Westminster’s campus . 

It has often been estimated that! about 
three fourths or more of total trash can be 
recycled in one way or another.| This 
means that only about twenty pert of 

the “stuff” thrown in the garbage 
fact garbage (and part of this can be com- 
posted).

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President. Remick 
Reflects On Past 
Three Years

Having the opportunity to talk with Dr. Remick, I asked him to look back on his past 


. three years as President of Westminster College. This is how he responded. 


; Are there any major improvements that have taken place while you’ ve been 
president that sticks out in your mind? “ 

ick: If not improvements, at least changes. I’d sight them in the following 
way: Number one would be the Board of Trustees. That’s virtually anew board with 
new by-laws and a new spirit, and I think it serves the college very well. It’s a very 
exciting achievement. Number two, I feel that the people that have been brought to the 
college to provide leadership are excellent, and under them a lot of good things are 
being accomplished. For example, we’ve really developed a splendid system of 
financial accounting. We have better control of data and better access to data than 
we’ve ever had. I think the Student Affairs Office has been super in representing the 
needs of the students and establishing priorities for the students. Development is going 
great guns. We have an all time high in involvement with our alumni and participation 
to support the college. I think that’s a good sign in the academic area, the fact that we 
have’ such good leadership in that area and new ideas are being generated on 
curriculum. I feel very good about the last three years and what’s happening at 
Westminster because of a lot of other people, not just me. 
M: Have you seen any changes in the attitude of the students? : 
O: I don’t know if there’s been a change. I know I appreciate the students more than 
I did three years ago. 
M: Do you think they’re more aware of social issues? 
O: Notas muchas I wish they’dbe. I’ve always been concerned about that, rather than 
students who get wrapped up in their own little worlds. But I don’t think there’s any 
great change, not that I’ve noticed. I keep looking for it. 
M: What do you consider the school’s greatest accomplishment? 


O: It has developed a very distinctive and effective way of combining liberal arts 


education, and its faith heritage. It has done this in a way that has kept it from being 
a radical right-wing, fundamentalistic school, and it has also avoided the downfall of 
wishy-washy liberalism. 

M: What do you think makes it different from other colleges? 

O: It is thé-way we distinguish ourselves. I think Westminster has defined hor itself 
a rather important nitch: : 

M: Do you see an increase in tuition for the coming year? 

O: I don’t know of a college in America that doesn’t see an increase in tuition in the 
coming year. Even to stand still we have to increase it. Look at inflation rates going 
up probably 5% this year. No one wants to see prices go up higher than they have to. 
On the other hand, I am committed to making this college even better to provide a better 
education. I want students not only to be proud of their college today, but when they’re 
5-10-15 years out. 

M: What will tuition go for? 

QO: Well, there are a lot of things on the drawing board for us—but tuition won’t pay 
for that. A new student center; improved dorm residence halls; expanded career 
development; new career planning. These are all going to come— a great increase in 
scholarship fee. But tuition won't cover that. That will be the capital campaign. 

M: What do you think the Bush administration considering eliminating the State 
Incefitive Program? 

O: The SSIG has played a very important role in spurring states across the nation over 
the years to increase student aid programs. That was its purpose. It’s done that very 
in most states. My feeling is that kind of co-operation between state and federal 
government for the students’ benefit is not something we should lose. Therefore, I 
think the SSIG should be re: and anew purpose given to it. We’re looking at 


. this today as to what kind of programs there might be a place for. But I'd like to see 


itrestored. Not just res but increased just to see the relationship—the federal and 
State partnership—is continued. I’m not sure it will, but we’re going to fight for it. 
M: Is there anything else you've noticed change since you first became president? 


_ 0,,[ know that the longer I’m here the more students I get to know and that makes it 


wonderful automatically. I appreciate them more now than I did even two years ago. 
They seem to be more friendly to me as well. I just appreciate meeting them more.

Bookstore Boasts Best 
Prices for Textbooks

After duying textbooks, do you feel like 
you’ ve just used up a-second loan? Buy- 
ing books is both a time and money con- 
suming process.’ Believe it or not, West- 
minster College has one of the finest book- 
stores for.all your scholastic needs. 

Westminster’s bookstore purchases text- 


books from approximately 2000 publish- - 


ers for new books and three wholesale 
companies to get used books. When at all 
possible, the bookstore will first buy back 
books from the students. 

The text prices are set for the most part 
by the book companies but the bookstore 
does attach a 20% margin to student text 
prices to help pay for freight. ““You may 
have a $250 freight bill for one class,” 
says Kay Bartberger, text book clerk and 
the person in charge of textbook buying 
and selling. Many students may be an- 
noyed at this increase but Westminster 
has one of the lowest prices for books in 
the area. The average beginning margin is 
usually considered to be 28%. The money 
made on books goes directly back into 
freight costs and text purchases. Any 
profit the bookstore makes is from the 
—— and paraphernalia sold in the 


"Whey buying back textbooks, there are 


two ways the price is determined. The 
first is by purchasing books from the 
students that will be used the next term. If 
the college needs the text, the buy-back 
will give the student half of what he or she 
paid for the book. “A lot of schools don’t 
even have buy-backs,” Bartberger states. 
If a book is not being used, the book- 

store will still buy it back provided it is 
listed in Follett’s Blue Book, a guide for 
pricing, and if itis the current edition. The 
books are sent back to the Follett Com- 
pany and are bought back from the stu- 
dents at minimal price compared to what 
the student paid. There are times when the 
bookstore is unable to buy-back books 
because it does not fit either criteria. In 
that case, Bartberger claims students can 
keep the books for reference or a bonfire 
“depending on how the student feels about 
the book.” 


Some students question the price placed 
onused books. The bookstore derives this 
price by selling the text for 75%. of the 
original price. For example, a $20 book is 
resold for $15. 

So while the lines may be depressing 
and the prices seem to eat away at your 
savings, rest assured you are being given 
the best possible deal.

Benefit from Global Free Market

There has been a lot of talk recently 
about a “new global order” and “North- 
South relations” (referring to the affluent 
nations of the Northern Hemisphere and 
the generally impoverished nations of the 
Southern Hemisphere.) The world’s in- 
tellectual focus seems to be shifting from 
a European-region Cold War mentality to 
a broader, more world-wide perspective. 
I am not opposed to the implication that a 
“global order” must be instituted and that 
the Northern and Southern Hemisphere 
are adversaries. 

There have been calls for the establish- 
ment of a “new global order” of environ-, 
mentalism, activism, and aid for less 
developed nations. Who decides what 
this “global order” will consist of? The 
verbs “to establish” and “to institute” are 
loaded. They imply the use of some form 
of coercion to force participation in this 


“global order.” I am not saying we are 
going to plunge into a world dictatorship 
in five years. Iam saying that the seeds for 
global oppression are there. 

The United States government cannot 
continue to aid the Southern Hemisphere 
nations. It is a violation of the rights of 
American citizens and it costs our govern- 
ment far too'much, anyway. It also does 
not truly help these underdeveloped na- 
tions. The maney is given to these nations 
to build their economies. But economies 
are not built; economies grow. By pour- 
ing money into less developed nations 
where money has not been produced in 
those nations, the United States only hurts 
the Southern Hemisphere. 

By indirectly subsidizing Southern 
Hemisphere producers, the United States 
allows these producers to sell products 
which do not meet consumer needs satis- 
factorily. With this interference in the 


laws of supply and demand a viable econ- 
omy never comes about. 

The Southem Hemisphere nations can- 
not close their borders to foreign goods 
however. Foreign technology, such as 
computers and automation, are needed to 
bring speed to their economies. These 
less-developed nations cannot develop this 
technology on their own and should not 
try to by excluding foreign goods from 
their markets. 

It may sound condescending, bu they 
must watch and learn before they attempt 
to produce high technology with the big 
boys. 

If you are a globalist, you should sup- 
porta global free market. It is the only fair 
way and certainly the best way to bring 
the less developed nations near the level 
of the Northern Hemisphere. And 
shouldn’t everyone have a chance to be 
free to help themselves?

The above body will have the power to 
veto any bill created by the President 
except it would take'a three-fourths ma- 
jority to stop a bill from becoming a law.

I recently had a conversation with some 
friends (of both sexes) about thesubjectof 
laundry, and especially underwear.

The Amazon Rainforest: 
Life or Death for Man?

Comparing a one-square mile of Brazil- 
ian rain forest and a similar area of land in 
Western PA is like doing a side-by-side 
examination of the populations of New 
York City and Boise, Idaho. Not only do 
the numerical differences in each case 
prove staggering, but there is little resem- 
blance between the individuals. And the 
world citizens know as much about the 
mysterious organisms of the rainforest 
floor as the average Idahoan knows about 
the habits of characters in Greenwich 
Village. 

There are more varieties of organisms 
in the world’s rain forests than the entire 
restof the globe. Taking this into account, 
along with the fact that the rainforests air- 

‘condition our earth, the slash-and-burn 
deforestation, currently raping the planet 
at a rate of a football field-size area per 
second, must be halted. However, this is 
sadly as complex an issue as the creatures 
of the forests we now vehemently crusade 
to save. 

How serious the ramifications of defor- 
estation will be cannot be ascertained. 
Suffice it to say that the majority of re- 
spected scientists feel that atmospheric 
temperature, if itis not increasing already, 
will warm our planetary surface in the 
very new future. (My mother remembers 
a time not long ago, with grave concern, 
when ‘snow shovels were retrieved not 
once a’ winter, but once a week, and 
summers were gentler on the skin than 
. y’s season of uninhibited UV.) As 

m0st people already know, if global warm- 
ing were to occur, vast flooding would 
severely destabilize ecological relation- 
ships. And no one knows for sure the 
rainforest’s medicinal value. 


Puzzle Solution 
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So why does the deforestation continue? 


Like most difficult issues, it stems from 
economic considerations: from the gov- 
ernments who approve such projects as 
highway and dam construction: to the 


| impoverished farmers who eke outa liv- | 


ing from the acidic soil. The Third World 


-countries that make their sustenance from 


such sort-term visions are quickly tearing 
down the canopy that has barely kept 


: them alive during the approximately forty 


years of destruction. 

Of course, it is easy to lay sole quilt on 
governments like that of Brazil and Indo- 
nesia and Central America. The unfortu- 


‘nate factis that profligate Wester nations. 
‘continue to bum their own kind of rain- 
‘forest in the form of oil, minerals, and 


native woods. Lookatourexample! How 
can we expect the developing nations to 
behave otherwise? They are merely going 
through a stage of industrialization we 
would rather leave buried in the back of 
our historical closet. We, however, must 
be the sages that have learned the lesson 


and now teach others by example. So far, » 


we have failed in this capacity. 

Organizations fund relief efforts and 
buy up rainforest-pre-serve acreage. U.S. 
banks swap Third World debts in the form 
of uncollectable loans for indigenous 
currency to purchase forest land. But 
until we serve as environmental examples, 
the nations in the South will continue to 
look at the North as justification for their 
self-destruction. If the earth is not to 
become a stagnant pond free-floating in 
the universe, every neighbor must keep its 
own lawn green if they expect others to 
responsibly tend their own.

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Keene State Officials — . 


- Throw the Book at Student 


Government President 


(CPS) - Keene State College officials say they will make their student government 
president go through campus judicial hearings and perhaps punish him for two off- 
campus arrests, even though the legal system hasn’t convicted him of the crimes. 

In the meanwhile, three students have launched a'recall drive. 

Don McNally was found guilty of simple assault and shoplifting in two separate 
May 26 incidents by Keene (N.H.) District Court, but he has appealed the case to 
Chesire Superior Court. 

Court documents.claim McNally got into bed with a woman, a Keene student, 
and sexually assaulted her while she was “helpless to resist because she was 
asleep.” Earlier in the day, he had been arrested for shoplifting. 

Keene spokesman Ronald Pardis admitted the college normally waits until a case 
is out of the courts before going ahead with campus hearings. McNally, however, 
is scheduled to graduate in May, before the appeals court would return a verdict, 
he said. 

In an October 1 statement, the college defended its position, maintaining itis both 
“ethically and legally appropriate” to try McNally. 

“Asa general matter, a college is entitled to proceed with its own disciplinary 
process,” observed John Garvey, a constitutional law professor at the University 
of Missouri-Columbia. Schools, he said, have the right to hold standards to main- 
tain “a certain quality of students,” 

“Tt seems like Mr. McNally doesn’t realize the impact this is having on the 
student body and the college,” said Steven Kirk, one of three students heading a 
petition drive to recall McNally from office. 

Keene’s is not the first student leader to face legal troubles. Last year, the former 
student government president at Edinboro University of Pennsylvania was ex- 
pelled after he pleaded guilty to selling cocaine. The year before, three former 
student government leaders were charged with embezzling some $9,000 in student 
funds by billing the organizations for guest speakers who never showed up. 

Despite the petition, McNally says he won’t resign and believes the incident will 
actually help him address security needs on campus. 

“I even feel more strong about where some campus concerns are now, and that’s 
only going to help my position,” McNally said. “Security has always been a prob- 
lem on campus, but I be a aad “til just recently has it been brought out more in 


the open.” Se

A Westminster College religion pro- 
fessor has written a new book on the use 
of metaphors in the Bible. 

Dr. Peter W. Macky is the author of 
“The Centrality of Metaphors to Biblical 
Thought: A Method for Interpreting the 


Bible,” published in September by tEdwin 


Mellen Press. 

*I have summed up the debate. about 
metaphor that has agitated linguistics, 
philosophy and literary study for the past 
30 years and applied the best insights to 


~ biblical study,” Macky said. “Every reader 


of the Bible recognizes that metaphors are 
pervasive, because we speak about the 
great mysteries of life by likening them to 
something we know better — which is the

audience to think. The longest poem in 
the series, “Living on Angel Ridge”, is 
about his visions from Athens. In his final 
reading, Dr. Swerdlow begins by saying 
thathe believes poems are “conversations 
with the interior world”, and that some- 
times' we go too deep. He suggests just 
looking out a window, which he does in 
“Looking Out the Window: ‘Drawing 
Nudes.” 

‘After the applause died down, I talked 
with Dr. Swerdlow about his writing, 
which he’s been doing seriously for the 
last eleven years, starting in college. He 
believes that poems should hold a “Spirit 
of Adventure”, and poets are to act as 
guides for the readers. He continues by 


process of metaphorical thinking.” 

The book will fit a niche that has been 
unfilled, according:.to Macky, because 
most books on metaphor emphasize reli- 
gious language and theology, but not the 
Bible. Inthe book, he provides a theory 
for when common metaphorical speech 
becomes literal speech and when “it just 
goes underground,” remaining metaphori- 
cal though many readers do not recognize 
it as such, 

“Most of the great theological disputes 
down through the ages have reverberated 
around traditional biblical metaphors that 
the disputants often did not realize were 
still metaphorical,” Macky said. 

Macky’s book is the culmination of 


adding that poems are to be taken as a 
whole, and not necessarily “dissected” 
into tiny pieces. Some of his favorite 
poets include John Keats, James Wright, 
W.S. Merlin, Denise Levertov, and Char- 
les Wright. 

When I asked him: for some writing fips, _! 
he told me to “see things” and to “look 
hard” at them. He mentions dreams as 
very important, for they hold the “begin- 
nings” for many poems, including his. 
“Letaccidents happen,” he continues, “and 
write about what you don’t know.”  Ac- 
cording to Dr. Swerdlow, poems are like 

quivering animals”, and the words should 
jump out at the readers to om their 

attentions.

many years of studying metaphors andthe 
Bible. In 1977, he wrote “The Pursuit of * 
the Divine Snowman,” a book which dis- 
cussed many of the central theological 
metaphors of the Bible, demonstrating 
how they could be re-expressed in mod- 
em imagery. 

His latest: study of the theory of the 
nature and interpretation of metaphors 
began in 1979 when he was awarded a 
National Endowment for the Humanities 
grant to study theological language in a 
summer seminar taught by William Alston 
at the University of Illinois. 

‘“The Centrality of Metaphors to Bibli- 
cal Thought: A Method For Interpreting 
the Bible” is Macky’s fifth book. 


Lederman stresses science in education 


Arideica’ s colleges and universities 
must do a better job of providing their 
graduates with an understanding of sci- 
ence if those graduates are to cope with 
the problems of the next century, a Nobel 
prize-winning physicist said this evening 
at Westminster College. 

“We certainly can’t graduate elemen- 
tary school teachers without giving them 
avery strong feeling of comfort in science 
and mathematics,” said Dr. Leon Leder- 
man, who shared the 1988 Nobel prize in 
physics. 

“One of the greatest failures we have 
is that teachers from kindergarten through 
second grade feel uncomfortable with 
science, and they transmit that discomfort 
to kids at the most impressionable age, 
because kids who are entering school are 
all scientists in that they ask the right 


questions.” 

In order to graduate students who are 
comfortable with science, Lederman said, 
colleges and universities must go beyond 
simply increasing the number of required 
science courses. 

“We need to make sure that after fours 
years a student not only has a pretty firm 
base in the content of physics and chem- 
istry and biology, but also has experi- 
enced the effects of science in all of the 
other aspects of knowledge,” he said. “A

Lederman lectured at Westminster as 
part of the ceremonies surrounding the 
dedication of the college’s Hoyt Science 
Resources Center, a$10.5 million, state-

of-the-art science facility. The construc- 
tion of the Hoyt Science’Resources Cen- _ 
ter is a project which has included several 
phases and spanned two decades. Last 
January marked the project’s final major 
step, as Westminster’s psychology de- 
partment moved into the facility, realiz- 
ing the college’s goal of housing all sci- 
ence disciplines under one roof... : 
Ledetman, currently the | Frank E. 
Sulzberger Professor of Physics at the 
University of Chicago, shared the 1988 
Nobel prize in‘ physics for his role in 
detecting the muon neutrino, an elusive 
subatomic particle. The detection of the 
muon neutrino, which Lederman carried 
out with two colleagues at Columbia 
University, ushered in an era of spectacu- 
lar advances in research in particle phys- 
ics.

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Findlay Proves to be 
no Match for Titans

It was a game that, on paper at least, 
looked to be a tough one for the Titans. 
The University of Findlay brought its 
nationally ranked football team to Memo- 
rial Field this past Saturday with several 
key strengths seemingly in their favor. 

Not only was Findlay ranked in several 
defensive categories, but they boasted the 
9th best rushing offense in the country, 
that featured several big running backs 
including dangerous option quarterback 
Demya Wimberly. 

Most of their potent running attack was 
back from last year when the Oilers piled 
up over 300 yards on the ground in a 
losing cause. That game was the last time 
ateam had done well on the groundagainst 
the-Titans. The Titans knew these facts 
~ about Findlay, but as the game unfolded it 
became apparent that the defending na- 
tional champions really didn’t care about 
Statistics. It was obvious that in their 
minds, actions spoke louder than num- 
bers. 

Fhe Titans, with some pretty good sta- 
tistics of their own, set the tone early, 
much to the delight of a packed Memorial 
Field crowd. The Titans could not score 
* on their first drive, but not long after that, 
’ Matt Raich intercepted Demya 
Wimberly’s first pass attempt setting up a 
Matt Cruny 13 yard run that put the Titans 
up 7-0. Still in the first quarter with under 
three minutes to play, and Findlay backed 
up against their own endzone, Rob Labar 
blocked a Findlay punt that set up. Brad 


Tokar’s 51st career touchdown. That put 
the Titans up 14-0. That was just the 
beginning to Tokar’s fine day. After 
being shut down in several games previ- 
ous to this, Tokar racked up 204 yards 
rushing on 25 carries and two touchdowns. 
The second Tokar touchdown came in the 
second quarter when he broke loose right 
up the middle from 40 yards out, putting 
the Titans on top21-0 in front of a stunned 
Memorial Field crowd. The Titans fin- 
ished their scoring when Rob Dancu hit a 
28 yard field gdal to make it 24-0. 

Findlay got their only score in the fourth 
quarter after a fumbled punt by the Titans 
gave Findlay their best field position of 
the day. Findlay’s Harold Banker took it 
in from a yard out to make the final score 
24-7. Prior to that, Findlay rarely was 
able to get the ball across their own 10 
yard line due to several fine punts by Rob 
Dancu that left them helpless against the 
Titan defense. 

The Titan defense was once again out- 
standing, holding the ninth best rushing 
team in the nation to only 105 yards on the 
ground. It was the first time in team 
history that the Titan defense went into a 
ballgame ranked in the top ten in four 
different defensive categories: team scor- 
ing, team rushing, team passing, and team 
total, and it showed throughout. 

The Titans and their balanced attack 
will host another tough team in West 
Virginia Wesleyan this coming Saturday 
at Memorial Field at 1:30 PM. The Titans 
are going for their eighth win in a row and 
a guaranteed playoff birth.

‘Womens’ Shelter/Rape Crisis Center of - 


Lawrence County to hold a presentation 
titled, “Practical Suggestions for Insuring 
Your Personal Safety on Campus”. Spon- 
sored by the Student Affairs Office and 


Student Government Association, the - 


presentation offered several facts about 
It, including rape, as well as 


Rice started by explaining some alarm- 
ing statistics. According to the FBI, rape 
occurs every 6'minutes. This statistic 
includes only reported rapes, and other 
surveys indicate that the actual rate may 
be 10times higher. Also, these studies are 
limited torape and do not nearly represent 
the total amount of assaults in our coun- 
try. Rice also reminded us that approxi- 
mately 1 out of 4 female college students 
encounter rape or attempted rape, and 4 
out of 10 will be a victim in their lifetime. 

In light of these statistics, students must 
be educated in how to prevent and deal 
with rape and all other types of assault. 
Rice emphasized that attackers look for 
people that appear to be vulnerable, so a 
primary defense against attack is to ap-

pear confident and aware of your sur- 
roundings, especially at night. When 
traveling at night, if possible, walk with at 
least on other person. If you do have to 
walk alone, Rice suggests several precau- 
tions. Some of these include keeping your 
head up and looking around at all times, 
keeping your keys in hand so you can 
enter your dorm quickly or defend |your- 
self, and walking in lit, well-traveled areas 
rather than dark, isolated’ ones. Never 
take a shortcut that isn’t lit or well-trav- 
eled. If you feel that you are being fol- 
lowed, listen to the footsteps of the person 
behind-you and determine if they speed up 
or remain at the same pace when you walk 
faster. If you do encounter an attaéker, 
challenge him by screaming and use your 
keys or whatever you can. to get away 
from him. Rice cautioned against kicking 
attackers, a common reaction, because it 
leaves you off balance and more likely to 
be knocked down. Once away from the 
attacker, go toa well-lit or populated area. 
Rice also offered some general tips such 
as telling others where you are going and 
when you will be back, knowing where 
and who you can go to in event of an 
attack, and always keeping outside dor- 
mitory doors shut, not propped open.

Suggested Changes 
for Marriott Meal Plans 


Dear Editor, 

Lately we have noticed the concern Marriott has expressed regarding the various 
meal programs. We feel the survey given is a good idea and is important. How- 
ever, we fear the survey might be overlooked. As students on the meal program, 
we would like to offer a suggestion that the entire campus, as well as Marriott will 
see. 

Our suggestion is to offer one meal plan consisting of $620 credit per semester. 
(the cost of board per semester) The credit can be used anytime of the day, either 
in the dining halls or the TUB. The standard meal prices in the dining halls are as 
follows: breakfast $2.45, lunch and brunch $3.65, and dinner $5.60. This adds up 
to $11.70 per day. The break down of the $620 per semester can be broken down 
to about $7.20 a day. 

Since the two calculations do not equal, we as students on the meal plan need to 
know how much Marriott actually charges us per meal. In so doing, the pricing will 
help us in determining how much to spend at the TUB to the meals eaten in the 
dining halls. 

The advantages to this ‘meal plan are: 
1, easier for Marriott 
2. more pone will come back on board 
3. allows/students to treat their visitors without having 
to carry cash 
4. allows students, who otherwise can’t eat at the cafeteria 
due to the hours kept, to eat at the TUB. 

The only disadvantage to this plan is, if students do not:assume their responsi- 
bility of managing their $620 and run out of money, then they will have to pay the 
extra expenses. 

Please consider this suggestion. The advantages far outweigh the disadvantages.

Rice stressed that although we are on a 
rural campus here at Westminster, this 
does not mean that we are immune from 
attacks. Many students living away from 
urban areas don’t view the possibility of 
attack seriously enough, and have a false 
sense of rural safety. This sentiment alone 
increases the likelihood of being a victim. 
Whether with people you know or around 
Strangers, trust your instincts and know 
when to react. 

After any attack, Rice emphasized that 
you should report it, no matter how minor, 
and that your information is kept confi- 
dential. Reporting incidents allows au- 
thorities to better assess the areas’ assault 
problems and prescribe effective meas- 
ures. Rice added that a visit to the hospital 
is wise if you feel that you may be injured 
in any way. 

Although you may take all precautions 
against attack and still be victimized, an 
increase in your knowledge in prevention 
and avoidance of attack will certainly 
make you leSs likely to be a victim. For

Phone System Causes Concern

A few weeks ago, Don Shelenberger, 
Business Manager at Westminster Col- 
lege, released. a memo requesting that 
students not tamper with their present 
phones in the form of hooking up answer- 
ing machines or moving the phone to a 
different location. When I contacted Mr. 
Shelenberger about the memo, he was 
able to provide detailed information about 
our phone system here at Westminster 
and the reasons for issuing the memo. 

The current phone system was origi- 
nally installed in the summer of 1982, 
with all incoming calls answered at a 
central switchboard, and then directed to 
students’ individual rooms. - Because of 
difficulties that arose from staffing a 24- 


hr. switchboard, even during vacation 
periods and other breaks, a Direct Inward 
Dialing system was installed in the sum- 
merof 1985. This system is located on the 
first floor of Old Main, and allows incom- 
ing calls to be directly sent’to students’ 
rooms without going through a manual 
switchboard. The system is staffed from 
8 a.m. to6 p.m., Monday through Friday. 

Shelenberger cited the possibility of 
damages from the initial tampering with 
students’ phonesas the primary reason for 
the memo. He explained that, when stu- 
dents tamper with their phones, they run 
the risk of sending an electrical charge to 
the main system, which could damage the 
switchboard cards. These cards cost be- 
tween $10,000 and $15,000, and could 
impair the entire phone. system if dam- 


aged. Also, students run the risk of dam- 
aging their own phone or their wall when 
they try to take it apart or remove it. The 
cost to repair these damages will be col- 
lected through the room damage charge at 

the end of the year, or whenever the main- 
tenance staff is notified of them. When 
asked if the use of different phones ‘or 
answering machines could themselves 
cause haErm to the phone system, Shelen- 
berger explained that they would notcause 
any damage, but stressed that their instal- 
lations, especially:when not done care- 

fully, could definitely harm the system. 
However, Shelenberger added that, 
unless there is a service call necessary to 
fix a student’s phone or the central system 
because of tampering, students will not be 
see phones pg.8

The computer system used for class 
registration recently passed a big test 
when, midway through spring registra- 
tion, the system broke down. Asa result, 
the registration date of many students 
;” was moved back by one day. 

The breakdown was potentially disas- 
trous, since it occurred during registra- 
tion time, but surprisingly showed just 
how good the system now employed by 
the school really is. 

Mrs. Hines, who works in the 


Registrar’s office, was very pleased with 
how well everything went. “It was good 
that it happened when it did.” said Mrs. 


Hines. “The repair process went very well.” ~ 


On the morning of September 8, the 
error log of the computer was reading that 
something had gone wrong with the: disk 
drive in the mainframe during the night. 
The entire system was immediately shut 
down to ensure that none of the data in the 
computer was lost. 

Within hours a service team from Pitts- 
burgh was on campus to work on the 
—- The problem itself turned out to 


be minor, however in order to make the 
repair, it was necessary that much of the 
data'in the computer be transferred onto a 
computer disc, a process that takes sev- 
eral hours. Registration could have been 
carried out as it was originally scheduled, 
but was instead postponed one day as a 
precautionary measure. 

The new computer system has been in 
place at Westminster for two years and 
has streamlined the registration process, 
making it easier for both the students and 
the Registrar’s office. This was the first 
time the system has ever broken down. 


Betsy Ford Featured at English Colloguia

On Tuesday, November 27, the English 
department held another in their series of 


colloquia. 

Dr. Betsy Ford discussed the early twen- 
tieth century eccentric poet and critic 
Amy Lowell. Dr. Ford described Lowell 


as “one link in the chain of great Ameri- 
can poets”. 

Amy Lowell was born into a wealthy 
and distinguished New England family. 
She introduced imagism through her 


poetry under the influence of Ezra Pound’s 
new school. Lowell was popular in her » 


time, yet socially criticized because of her 
obesity and eccentric ideas. 

Dr. Ford described many of Lowell’s 
humorous tales that caused public dis- 


taste. For instance, Lowell once sailed 
down the Nile River on a strict diet plan 
and was said to have often smoked cigars. 
Lowell won the Pulitzer Prize for her 
work in 1925, byt her poetry, despite the 
work “Patterns”, which is commonly ag- 
thologized, goes virtually unnoticed in 
the literary world. 

Dr. Ford is continuing her study of Amy 
Lowell and greatly encourages all to read 
the writings of this unusual lady.

The College Board wil revise the current Scholastic Aptitude Test in 1994 and West- CHILDREN'S HOSPITAL 


minster College has played an important role by aiding the Board in its decision. 

Two years ago an S.A.T. was given to incoming Westminster freshmen. This new 
form of the test was called the New Possibilities Project. Westminster was one of 27 DAN CE 
colleges across the country to administer the project. 

Upon completion of the test, the results were sent to the College Board for review. 
According to R. Dana Paul, Director of Admissions at Westminster College “The 
scores that the students achieved in the New Possibilities Project were compared to the HEN . FRID AY ; DECEMBER 9TH 
S.A.T. scores that they received in high school. The College Board was using the 
students as experimental subjects to evaluate the accuracy of the new test.” 

None of the students weré notified with the results of their scores. 


The new S.A.T. will emphasize critical reading and reasoning skills in the Verbal HERE: TOP OF THE TUB 

























section. Also reading passages will be enlarged. 
Twenty percent of the questions on the Mathematics section will require students 
to write down answers to questions instead of choosing from multiple choice options.

penalized: Nor will they be penalized if they are found to be using the college-provided 


phone in a different location, their own phone, or answering machines. At the end of S HOW YOUR S UP r ORT F OR 


the year, though, the students’ phones and walls must bé in the condition that they were : 

in at the beginning of the year. The bottom line is that the college discourages THE CHILDREN ! 
tampering with phones because of the possibility of initial damage to the phone system, 
his or her phone, or their room, they will not be penalized. 

If your phone is not working, contact the switchboard operator in Old Main. Once 
there are a half dozen or so total repairs to be made, the operator will contact Creative 
Communications in New Bedford, PA, to make the repairs. This policy, while - 
economical for the college, may explain some of the delay in getting phones fixed. 

Shelenberger indicated that, eventually, Westminster will have a new phone system, MU S IC 
which will probably provide only modular jacks in each room. Then, students could 
provide their own phones and use answering machines more easily. This would also FUN

modular technology was not advanced enough when the phone system was originally 
installed to be implemented in the college system.
